between Brutes and Men; that Man ts a 
rational, and a Brute an irrational Animal. 

Berg. 1 underftand, Sczpzo, all you fay, 
and that you are able to fpeak, and I to 
underftand, excites in me new Admiration 
and Aftonifhment : It is true, that in the 
Courfe of my Life, I have many times 
heard our fuperior Excellence, above other 
Animals, fpoken of; and that fome have 
thought that we have a natural Inftinct fo 
quick and penetrating in many Things, that 
it differs little from the Faculty of Rea- 
foning.

Dog holds the firft Place for Sagacity ; next 
the Horfe ; and laftly the Ape. 

Scip. I allow it to be fo; but ftill you 
muft own, that you have never either 
feen or heard that any Elephant,’ Dog, 
Forfe, or Ape, ever fpoke. From whence, 
I conceive, that this our fpeaking fo of a 
fudden, falls under the Denomination of 
thofe Things which are called Prodigies ; 
which when they happen, Experience has 
fhewn, that fome great Calamity threatens 
the World. 

Berg. Y believe, indeed, that this pre- 
{ages no good to the World ; for I heard a 
Student fay, a few Days fince, going through

Scip. What did you hear him fay? 

Berg, kie faid, that’out of five Thou- 
fand Studtnts that frequerited the Univers 
fity that Year, two Thoufand of them ftue 
died Phyfick. 

Seip, But what do you infer from that? 
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Berg,. 1 infer, that either thefe two Thou- 
fand Phyficians muft always keep People 
fick, that they may have Employment, 
(which. would be a fufficient Plague and 
Misfortune tothe World) or elfe they 
themfelves mutt ftarve: But, let it be as it 
will, we fpeak, be it a Prodigy or-not, for 
what Heaven” has ordain’d fhould come to 
pafs, no human. Prudence or Diligence can 

revent; and. therefore we have. no occafion 
to difpute by what Means, or wherefore we 
{peak but it will be better, fince we now 
have the Opportunity, and know not how 
long this our good Fortune will laft, to make 
the beft ufe of it we can, and let us talk all 
this Night, without. giving way to Sleep, 
that it may not deprive us of this Pleafure, 
fo long wifh’d for by me.

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Berg. 1 conjecture, that the firft time L 
faw the Light, was in a Slaughter-Houfe at 
Seville ; from whence I fhould conclude,

train’d up by thofe Sons of Noife and Con-

Berg. I fay then, that I liked very well 
my Employment of guarding the Flocks,

availed nothing to take the Wolf, I deter- 
min’d to change my Method, and inftead 
of going gut to feek him, as I ufed to do,

Rank 
are contained within it, but its Grandeur 
and Extent is fo great, that even the Rich 
and great ones are obfcur’d, and, as it 
were, loft in it.

Chacona. Iknew a Gentleman, whothought

Berg. We have already faid, that we

Berg. Now I find what I have often 
heard faid, to be true, viz, A malicious 
Detractor will calumniate a dozen Families, 
and fcandalize twenty good Men ; and if 
any one reproves him for what he has faidc, 
he will anfwer, that he has faid no harm ; 
and if he has faid any, he did not do it 
with Defign ; and that if he had thought 
it would have offerided. any: one, he would 
not have faid it: In good truth, Scépio, he 
ought to know much, and to have a great 
deal of Patience, who would converfe two 
Hours together, without railing at one or 
another; for I fee in myfelf, who am a 
brute Animal, that at every four Sentences 
{ fpeak, malicious and: ill-natur’d Words

Scip..O in. what an se Flour, have you 
brought in your Latin, have you fofoon for- 
got ¥ what we fa i a lit an while ago, againit 
thofe who intermixed Scraps of Latin, when 
they were ith: ou Hee in their Mother- 
‘Longue 
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ut this Latin comes very apropos; 
for you ah know, that the ¢hemiaus had 
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amoneft their other Coins, .~a Piece of 
Money ftamp’d with the Figure of an Ox; 
and when any Judge, for the Sake of a 
Bribe, had pafs’d Sentence in an Affair, 
contrary to right Reafon and Juttice, they 
ufed to fay ; He has an Ox upon bis 
Tongue. 

Scip, But. I don’t fee how you apply 
this? 

Berg. No, why it is plain enough, for 
if the Bribes of the Negroe Woman, could 
make me Dumb many Days, that I neither 
would, nor dar’d to bark,. when fhe came 
down to fee her beloved Black, I have 
reafon to fay Bribes are very powerful. 

Scip. I have already anfwer’d you, that 
they are fo; and if it was not for making 
a long Digreffion, I could prove, by a 
thoufand Examples, the great Force of 
Bribes ; but perhaps I fhall tell it you, if 
Heaven grants me Time, Opportunity and 
Speech, to relate to you my Adventures. 

erg. May God grant you what you 
defire, but give Attention to me. At laft, 
my good Difpofition and Refolution, over- 
came the corrupting Bribes of the Negroe 
Woman, who coming down one very dark 
Night, to her ufual Diverfion, I went up 
clofe to her without barking, that I might 
not difturb the People in the Houfe, and 
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in a Moment, tore her Shift quite to pieces, 


vand tore out a Piece of her Thigh, a Jett, 


which was fufficient to make her keep her 
Room eight Days in Earneft, pretending I 
know not what Diforder to her Matters.: 
As foon as fhe was well, the came down 
again one Night, and I renew’d the Fray 
again, and without biting, fcratch’d all her 
Body, as if I had been carding a Blanket, 
We had all our Battles to ourfelves, and I 
always came off Conqueror, and the Negroe 
Woman ftop’d from her Defign, very 
much out of Humour: But my poor Car- 
cafs fuffer’d feverely for her Anger, and the 
Marks of her Difpleafure might be feen 
pretty plainly upon me; the left off giving 
me my ufual Allowance, fo that my Back- 
bone begun to ftare, and you might eafily 
have counted all my Ribs: But with ail 
this, although they kept me from eating, 
they could not keep me from barking ; and . 
therefore the Negroe Woman, to make an 
End of me, brought me.one Day, a Spunge 
fried in Buttter ; I refus’d to eat it, know- 
ing the ill Qualities of:it, and that it. was 
worfe than crooked Pins, becaufe it fticks 
faft in the Stomach, and never comes out 
again, without lofs.of Life.

mies, I thought it was my beft way,to get 
far enough fromthem, or in other Words, if 
I found an Opportunity, to run away. By 
good Luck, I got loofe one Day, and with- 
out bidding Adieu to any one in the Houfes 
Iran into the Street, and fcarcely had I 
gone One Hundred Paces, but I met the 
Alguazil, who I told you, at the beginning 
of my Story, was a great Crony of my 
Mafter, Nicholas the Flat-nos’d ; he knew 
ame, as foon as he faw me, although I was 
nothing but Skin and Bones, and call’d me 
by my Name; I likewife knew him, and 
at his calling me, went to him with my 
ufual Compliments and Careffes ; he caught

the Alguazil immediately put me on a Col- 
lar ftudded with Brafs, Refle& now a little; 
Scipio, how Fortune has turn’d her Wheel 
about; Yefterday I faw myfelf a Student, 
and to Day you fee me a Catchpole, 

Scip. This is the Way of the World, and 
I think you have no great occafion now, to 
complain fo highly of the Changes of For- 
tune; for I {ee no great Difference there is 
between having a Butcher, or a Catchpole, 
for ones Mafter. I have no Patience to 
hear the Complaints which fome Men make 
againit Fortune, when the greateft Heights 
of Grandeur they could ever pretend to, 
was only the Hopes and Expeétations of 
becoming a Lady’s Gentleman, in time ; 
with what bitter Curfes they load her, and 
with how many Reproaches they revile her; 
and all this only, that they who hear them 
may think, they have fell from a high and 
profperous Condition, to the poor and mi- 
{erable one, they are in at prefent.- 

Berg. You are in the right ; but to pro- 
ceed with my Story, I fay, that the Aleua- 
zil was very intimate with an Attorney, 
they both kept Company with two Women 
of the Town, who had little Beauty, but-a 
great deal of Affurance, and of that Subtilty

and Wheedling Art, which Whores are 
commonly expert in: They fifh’d on Shore 
with both Net and Hook, as the Saying 1s ; 
they drefs’d themfelves in fuch a Manner, 
that by the Pip, you might know what the 
Card was, and in the twinkling of an Eye, 
one might fee they were Ladies of Pleafure’s 
they were always upon the Hunt after Fo- 
reigners 3 and when the Bourdeaux Fleet 
arriv’?d at Cadiz and Seville, then was the 
Time they brought Grift to their Mill, not 
leaving one Frenchman unattack’d , when 
any one whofe Pockets were well lin’d, and 
who was unacquainted with their Subtilties, 
fell into the Hands of thefe fine Ladies, 
hey immediately inform’d the Alguazil, 
and the Attorney, what Houfe they went 
to, andwhen they were in Bed together, they 
rufh’din upon them, and apprehended themas 
Whore-matters, but they never carried them 
to Prifon, becaufe Foreigners always paid 
a Sum of Money to be rid of fach a trouble- 
fome Affair. It happen’d then, that Colindres, 
for that was the Name of my Mafter’s Lady, 
hook?d a Frenchman, who agreed to fup, 
and fpend the Night with her at her Lodg- 
ings; fhe expected this would have been a 
brave Fifth, and immediately gave the Rod 
to my Matter, that he might play him; 
and fcarcely were they undrefs’d, when the 
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Alguazil, the Attorney, two Catchpoles, 
and [ rufh’d in upon them: The Lovers 
were in a terrible Fright’; the Alguazil cried 
up the Heinoufnefs of their Crime, and 
order’d them to drefs themfelves immedi- 
ately, that he might carry them to Prifon; 
the Frenchman was almott fcar’d out of his 
Wits; and the Attorney, zood Man, out 
of mere Charity and Pity, was Mediator ; 
and by the Force of his Entreaties, reduc?d 
his Punifhment to the fmall Trifle of only 
one Hundred Rials. The Frenchman afk?d 
for a Pair of Leather Breeches; which he 
had laid on a Chair at the Beds Feet, 
wherein he had Money to purchafe his Li- 
berty 3 but the Breeches could net be found 
any where, and good Reafon why,- for as 
foon as I came into the Chamber, I fhuff’d 
up a delicate fmell of Bacon;. which was 
very refrefhing to me ; I difcovered from 
whence it proceeded, by my Nofe, and: 
found it was in one of the Breeches Pockets, 
I mean, that found therein, a Piece: of 
rare Gammon of Bacon; and: that I might 
feaft upom it the better; and pull it out 
without: being heard, I drag*d-the Breeches 
into: the: Street, and thtere took my fill-of 
the Bacon, without being difturb’d, and 
made an excellent Repaft; when I return’d 
into. the Chamber again, Lfound the poor 
French- 
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Frenchman bawling out as loud as he could, 
in broken Spanifb, but fo that he might be 
underftood, that they fhould give him his 
Breeches, and that he had in them, fifty 
Crowns in Gold; the Attorney thought, 
that either Colindres, or the Catchpoles had 
{tole them, the Alguazil thought the fame; 
he call’d them afide, they, all denied it, and 
gave themfelves to the Devil, if they knew 
any thing about the Breeches: I feeing 
what Confufion and Hurly-burly they were 
in, run as: faft as I could to the Street, 
where I had left the Breeches, thinking 
to have brought them again, fince it was 
only the Bacon, and not the Money I 
wanted; but I found myfelf as much to 
feck, as they were; for fome lucky Perfon 
paffing by, had already pick’d them up : 
As the Alguazil faw the Frenchman had no 
Money to Bribe him, he rav’d like a Mad- 
man, and thought to pump out of the 
Miftrefs of the Houfe, what he could not 
get out of the Frenchman, he order’d her 
to be cal?’d up, and fhe came half naked ; 
and when fhe heard the Frenchman {wearing 
and bewailing his Fate, and faw’ Calindres 
crying in her Shift; the Attorney in an 
angry Mood; the Alguazil in a furious 
Paffion; and the Catchpoles {tripping the 
Room of every thing they could Jay Hands 
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on, fhe did not half like all this: The Algua- 
zil, without any Compliments, order’d her 
to drefs herfelf immediately, and come 
along with hum to Prifon, becaufe fhe fuf- 
fer’d Men and Women of bad Repute, to 
harbour in her Houfe, Now it: was, that 
the Sport began, ay, now it was, that,their 
Noife and Bawling increafed, and their 
Confufion was greater than before ; for the 
Landlady er Pi out, Mr. Alguazil and Mr. 
awyer, play none of your Tricks with 
me, I befeech:you,, for I fee;through.them 
alls nO; No," puewone of your Cheats upon 
me, but hei quiet, and go: about your Bu- 
finefs, and God-go with you ; if not, it 
will be-none of my Fault, if I turn the 
Houfe topty-t turvy, and.di fcover the whole 
Myftery of this Affair 5 for I very well 
know who my Lady Colmdres. is, and.I 
know that. it (1s many ‘Viaeiatt that. Mr, 
Alguazil has been her Bully; and you had 
beft not provoke me to explain mylelf any 
further; but return the Gentleman his 
Money, that we may all be Friends. again, 
and not leofe our good Name ; for 1 would 
have you to know, 1 am a Woman of 
Credit and Re putations and I have a.Huf 
band who has (God be prais’d) an Inftru- 
ment to prove his Gentility, drawn up in 
full Form, and the Seals annexeds and I 
exercife 
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exercile my Function with a-good Charac- 
ter, and without Prejudice to any one: I 
have the Copy of my Hufband’s Inftru- 
ment of Gentility, nail’d up, where every 
Body may fee it; and therefore fling none 
of your Scandals upon me, for by my Faith 
I know how to clear myfelf: It is likely in- 
deed, a Woman of ftri& Honour, as I am, 
fhould permit Women to bring in ftrange 
Men, it fhe knew it; but they have the 
Keys of their own Apartments,. and I am 
not fo quick-fighted, that I can fee through 
feven Walls. My Mafters. were quite Thun- 
der ftruck, to hear the long Harangue -of 
the Landlady, and to fee how fhe read them 
the whole Hiftory of their Lives; but as 
they faw, there. was no one, whom they 
could get any Money of, except it. was of 
her, they perfifted in carrying her to Pri- 
f6n : She complain’d aloud to Heaven, of 
the Injuitice they did her, in her Hufband’s 
Abfence, who was fo principal a Gentleman. 
The Frenchman voar?d out for his fifty 
Crowns:' The Catchpoles perfilted obfti- 
nately, that they had never {een the Bree- 

ches, and faid, God forbid they fhould 

ever be guilty of any fuch thing: The At- 

torney pre{s’d the Alguazil privately, that 

he fhould fearch Colindres, for that he fut 

pected fhe muft have the fifty Crowns, it 
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being her ufual Cuftom to dive into the 
private Fobs and Pockets, of thofe who fell 
into her Clutches: She faid, that the Prench- 
man was drunk, and what he faid about 
the Money was all a Lie: In fhort, there 
was nothing but Noife and Confufion, cry- 
ing, and bawling, curfing and 'fwearing, and 
theré was nothing would pacify them, nor 
would they have been pacified till now, I 
believe, had not the Civil Magiftrate of the 
Night, at that very Inftant, enter’d the 
Chamber, who going his Rounds through 
that Quarter of the City, their Noife and 
Cries brought him hither: He:afk’d what 
was the Occafion of this Difturbance ? The 
Landlady anfwer’d him in a few Words ; 
fhe told him who the Nymph Cokndres was, 
who by this Time had got her Cloaths on; 
fhe declar’d the great Familiarity there was 
between her and the Alguazil; the dif- 
cover’d all their fharping Tricks, and their 
Ways of robbing Gentlemen; fhe excus’d 
herfelf, faying, that no Woman of an ul 
Character had ever come within her Doors, 
by her Confent; fhe canoniz’d herfelf a 
Saint, and her Hufband for a good_and 
hely Man, and fhe bawl’d out to a young 
Girl, to run and fetch out of the great Cheft, 
her Hufband’s Inftrument of Gentility, 
that his Worfhip might fee it; telling him, 
by 
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by that it would be plainly feen, that the 
Wife of fo honourable a Hufband, could 
not do fuch an ill .Thing ; and that if the 
kept a Lodging Houfe, it was becaufe the 
was neceflitated to it, and Heaven knew 
how much it grieved her; and. that the 
had much rather, if the could, get’ her 
Livelihood any other Way, than by 
following that Employment, The Magi- 
ftrate, quite tir’d with her long Tale, and 
her prefuming fo much on her Hufband’s 
Gentility, faid to her, Good Madam, \I 
don’t at all doubt that your Hufband has 
hisInftrument of Gentility, fince you tell me 
he is a Gentleman Inn-Keeper : And with 
much Honour, anfwer’d the Landlady ; and 
- what Familyis there in the World, let it bene- 
ver fo good, that has not fome Blemith in it ? 
What I fay to you, Madam, anfwer?d the 
Magiftrate, is, that you drefs yourfelf 
quickly, for you muft come along with me 
to Prifon ; which News ftruck the poor 
Landlady to the Ground, fhe tore her Face 
with her Nails, and fent forth piercing 
Cries ; but notwithftanding all this, the 
fevere Magiftrate was not at all foften?d, 
but carried them all to Prifon ; namely, the 
hrenchman, Colindres, and the Landlady : 
I afterwards learnt, that the Frenchman lott 
his Fifty Crowns, and.even:more, they fay, 
D 2 for 
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‘for they made him pay Cofts; the Land: 


lady paid as much; and Colizdres, who 
had Friends in Court, came off Scot-free’: 
And the fame Day they releas’d her, fhe 
caught a Sailor, whom fhe made pay for 
the Frenchman, by the fame Trick, of in- 
forming the Alguazil. Thus you fee, Sci- 
pio, how many and how great Mifchiefs 
were occafion’d by my Gluttony. 

Scip. Rather fay the Knavery of your 
Matter. 

Berg. But give Attention a little; for 
thefe were not all the Tricks he kad, altho’ 
it grieves me. to {peak ill of Alguazils and 
Lawyers. 

Scip. But fpeaking ill of one, does not 
include all; are there not fome honeft good 
ones amongft them, who will not concern 
themfelves but with a good Caufe?: They 
do not all fpin out their Suits to the 
length of Seven Years or more, and take 
Fees of both Parties, nor do they all take 
more than their Dues, and intermeddle and 
foment Difputes in Families, to make them- 
felves Employment; neither are they all in 
Confederacy with the Judge, as the old Say- 
ing has it, Do you trim my Beard, and Pil 
irim your Forerop: In the fame manner, 
there are Alguazils, who do not affociate 
themfelves with rafcally Fellows and Sharp- 
ers 5 
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ers 3 nordo th eal eep Mittreffes, as your 
Matter did, by whofe help che may che 
People ; there etc of them Gentlemen 
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by Birth, and of Gentlemanlike Difpofitions;: 


they are not all fuch bluftering, infolent, 
ul-bred, mean-fpirited. W sctahes as thofe 
who go about to the Inns meafuring Fo- 
reigner’s Swords, and if they find them but 
a Hairs-breadth longer than. the due Size, 
they bring the Owners of them into Trou- 
ble ; neither do they all pretend to take up 
and releafe People, and be both Judges and 
Advocates, juft when they have a mind. 
Berg. My Mafter foar’d higher than all 
this, and went another way .to work ; he 
pretended to be mighty Valiant, and to exe- 
cute dangerous Arrefts; he upheld his Re- 
putation for Valour, without hazarding his 
-Perfon, but his Purfe was force’d to bleed for 
it; one Day he attack’d fix noted Bravadoes, 
sick the Gate Xeroz, without the Affiftance 
of any one, neither could I be of any Ser- 
vice to him, my Mouth being muzzel’d, 
(for he us’d to keep me fo in the Day-time, 
and took it off at Night) I was quite afto- 
nifh’d to fee his Boldnefs, Bravery and Re- 
folution ;. for he made no more of the 
Swords of thefe fix I Ruffhans, than if they 
had been Ofier-Twigs ;. it was indeed mat- 
ter of Wonder, to fee with what Agility he 
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attack‘d them, the Thrifts he made, and 
with what Swiftnefs he turn’d his Eye about 
on every fide, and what a ftri€t Guard he 
kept, that they might not furround him, In 
a Word, he was look’d upon’ by me, and 
all who beheld’ the Fray, as a fecond Don 
Quixote, having drove his Enemies from the 
Gate of Xeroz, to the College of Roderigo, — 
which is more than a Hundred Paces ; he 
left them there, and return’d to gather u 

the Spoils of the Battle, which were three 
Scabbards, and immediately went and fhew’d 
them to the Civil Magiftrate, who at'that 
Time, if I miftake not, was the Civilian 
Sarmiento de Valladares ; the People ftar’d 


at my Mafter as he went along the Streets, 


pointing to him, as much as'to fay, Thete 
oes the valiant Man, who had the Courage 
to combat alone with the very Flower of the 
Bravadoes of Andaluzia ; my Mafter fpent 
the reft of the Day in going up and’ down 
the City to fhew himfelf; and the Night 
came upon us in the Street call’d Triana, 
near the Powder-mill; my Mafter having 
pry’d about, to fee if no one obferv’d him, 
he went into a Houfe, and I after him; 
we found in the Court-Yard, all thofe Gi- 
ants, (as I may very well call them). who 
before had made the Fray, without either 
Cloaks or Swords ; and one of them, whom 
I judg’d 
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I judg’d to be the Landlord, held in one 
Hand a Jug of Wine, and in the other a 
large Goblet, which he fill?d up to the 
Brim with generous and fparkling Wine, 
and drank to all the Company: As foon 
as they faw my Mafter, they ran to him 
with open Arms, they all drank to him 5 
he pledg?d them all, and he would even 
have done it to as many more, being a 
good-natur’d Soul, and one who would 
not quarrel with his Friend for a {mall 
Matter; fhould I attempt to relate every 
Thing that was treated of there, in what 
Manner they fup’d, the Frays which they 
recounted, the Thefts they related, the 
Ladies which were thought qualified for 
their Employment, and thofe which were 
rejected 5 the Praifes which they gave one 
another, the abfent Bullies which were men, 
tioned, the flourifhing of their Hands, and 
the fine Words they made ufe of, and laft- 
ly, the odd Figure of the Landlord, . to 
whom they all paid Refpeét, as to a Ma- 
fter or Father, 1 fhould bring myfelf into 
a Labyrinth, from whence I could not get 
out again when] hada mind. Ina Word, 
I found out at laft, that. the Mafter of the 
Houle, whofe Name was Monipodio, was 
one who harboured Thieves and Bravoes, 
and that my Matter’s terrible Fray had been 
D4 firft 
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firftt concerted amongft them, as likewife 
their running away and leaving choir § Scab: 

ards; for which, my Mafter paid down 
a Sum of Money, and likewife the Ex- 
pence of their Supper, which ‘was conclu- 
ded about Break of Day, to the Satisfaction 
of them all: Juft before they broke up, 
they gave Information to my Mafter, of a 
{trange Bully who was juft come into the 
City, {pack and fpan-new, and whom, as 
he was more valiant than themfelves, they 
inform’d againft, out of mere Spite. My 
Mafter took -him the next Night in Bed, 
and he chofe the right Time, for if he had 
been drefs*d, I faw by his Mein, he would 
not have been fo eafily taken: By this 
Action which follow’d juft upon the Heels 
of the Fray, the Fame of my cowardly 
Mafter was augmented, for he was natu- 
rally more faint-hearted and fearful than a 
Hare, being only one of your Pot-valiant 
People ; and whatever he got by his Office 
or Informations, went down the Channel of 
his Valour, or in other Words, was {pent 
in good Eating and Drinking. But have 
Patience, and give Ear to an Adventure 
which happen’d to him, and whieh I fhall 
tell, without adding or diminifhing one 
Tittle from the real Truth of it, »Two 
Thieves ftole a very good Horfe in Ayte- 
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ney brought him to Sevil/e, and 
pie ufe of, in my Opinion, a cunning. 
and witty Stratagem to fell him without. 
Danger: They went and put up at two 
different Inns, and one-of them went to the 
Magiftrate, and made Information that 
Pedro de Lofada ow’d him four Hundred. 


Riz ass which he had lent him, as appear’d 
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he produced : : The Magiftrate order?d that 
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was well worth half as much again as they 
gave for it, but as there was not much 
Company in the Inn, ‘no Body bid higher; 
fo one of the Thieves recovered the Debt, 
which was never due to him, and the other 
an Acquittance, which he had no need of, 
and my Mafter remain’d in Poffeffion of 
the Horfe:: The Thieves immediately de- 
camp’d ; and two Days afterwards, my 
Matter having new burnifh’d up the Fur- 
niture, and got every Thing that was want- 
ing to the Horfe, appear’d upon it in the 
Market-Place of San Francifco, more proud 
and ftately than a Clown in his Holiday 
Cloaths ; his Friends congratulated him a 
thoufand ‘Times on his good Bargain, af- 
firming that it was as well worth one Hun- 
dred and fifty Ducats, as an Ege a Mara- 
vedi; and he making the Horfe prance 
and caper about, acted his own Tragedy 
on the Theatre of the above-mentioned 
Market-Place. While he was wheeling and 

rancing about in this Manner, two Men, 
who look’d like Gentlemen, being very 
well drefs’d, came up to him, and one of 
them cried out, Surely this is my Horfe, 
which was {tole from me a few Days ago 
in Antequera: all thofe who were with him, 
which were four Servants, confirmed what 
he faid, and that it was the very Horfe eh 
ie : ad. 
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had been ftole from him; with this, my 
Matter was. Thunder-ftruck ; the Owner 
of the Horfe made great Complaints, and 
gave fuch good Proofs that it was his, 
that Sentence was pafs’d in his Favour, 
and my Mafter difpoffefs’d of the Horle. 
The comical Trick of the Thieves, in ma- 
king ufe of the Hands of Juttice itfelf, to 
fell what they had ftolen, was talk’d.of 
all about the City; and almoft every one 
was well pleas’d that my Mafter’s Gree- 
dine[s, had at loft, burft the Bag with over- 
craming it. But his Misfortunes did not ftop 
here; for that very fame Night, the Civil Ma- 
giftrate going upon the Patroll through the 
Streets, having had Information given him, 
that there was fome Robbers in the Quarter 
of St. Fulian: Jolt as we came to a Crofs- 
Way, they efpied a Man running by, and 
at this very Moment, the Magiftrate taking 
me by my Collar, and clapping me on the 
Back, cried, Zo the Thief, Gavilan, to the 
Thief : 1, who was quite provok?d, and my 
Patience wearied out, by the fharping and 
bafe Tricks of my Mafter, that I might 
execute fully Mr. Magiftrate’s Orders, im- 
mediately fell upon my Matter, and with- 
out his being able to help himfelf, I flung 


him to the Ground, and if they had not 


taken me ott, i fheuid pave taken more 
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than.a four-fold Vengeance on him. ‘The 
Catchpoles would have beaten me, and 
even have knocked me on the Head, had 
not Mr. Magiftrate faid, in a magifterial 
Tone, Let no one touch him, for the Dog 
aid what I order’d him. But however, fee- 
ing their Indignation, I, without taking 
Leave of any one, got through a little Hole 
in the Town-Wall into the Fields, and be- 
fore Day-break, found myfelf in Mayrena, 
a Town about four Leagues from Seville. 
My good Luck would have it fo, that I 
found therein a Company of Soldiers, who 
{ heard fay, were going to embark at Car- 
thagena. ‘There were amongft them four 
Bullies, who were great Cronies of my 
Matter ; and one of them was a Drummer, 
who had been before a Catchpole, and was

liant Gentleman ; ; as for our Enfign, it: was 
not long finge he had left the Court, and 
the publick Feafts + and; our Serjeant was 
a good-natur’d Soul, and one who was the 
Di verfion of all Botioapies : But the Tee 
fortune was, that our Company was full of 
prating Bullies, who committed In Gilonties 
in 
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in the Towns, through which we took our 
Rout, which occafion’d Curfes to be pour’d 
on his Head, who did not deferve them: 
It is the Unhappinefs of a good Prince, to 
be blam’d by his People, for the Faults of 
his Officers, becaufe fome are the Plagues 
of others, without any Fault of the Prince ; 
for although he was ever fo defirous, and 
fhould ufe his utmoft Endeavours, he would, 
not be able to remedy thefe Evils; beeaufe 
Waris really a Scourge, andwill always carry 
with it fomething of Roughnefs and Se- 
verity, and be attended with gfeat Incon- 
veniencies, In fhort, in Jefs than fifteen 
Days, by means of my quick Apprehenfion 
and Readinefs to learn, and the Diligence of

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I might not make my Mafter a Liar, “We 
atriv’d at length, by our fet Stages, to 
Montilla, a Town belonging to that-famous 
and good Chriftian, the Marquis of Priego, 
Lord of the Houfe of Aguilar and» Mon- 
tilla. They quarter’>d my Mafter in. an 
Hofpital, according to his Defire ;_ he im- 
mediately made his ufual Proclamation, and 
as Fame blew before, to carry the News of 
the furprifing Qualities and wonderful Per- 
formances of the Wife Dog, in lefs than an 
Hour, the Yard was full of People, My 
Matter was overjoy’d to fee what a plentiful 
Harveft he had, and fhew’d that Day, {e- 
veral Tricks more than ufual: My. firft 
Performance, was leaping through a Hoop 
feveral times, and in 4 different Manner :

ever have the Opportunity of acquainting 
either of you with it; and that I might 
find you out, I called ‘all the Dogs I faw 
of your Colour, by the Name of your Mo- 
ther; not that I thought that as Dogs, you 
would know the Name, but to: fee if any 
of then? would: anfwer to a Name fo diffe- 
rent, from what Dogs are commonly called 
by. And'to Night, when I fw you per- 
form fo many furprifing Things; and’ that 
you was called the Wi/e Dog ; and likewife 
how you lift up your Head and look’d at

pronounc’d, them, I make not the deaft 
doubt of their coming to pafs; and you, 
and your, Brother, if he 1s alive, fhall fee 
your Expectations anfwer’d; all that grieves 
me is, that I am fo near my End, that I 
fhall not be able to fee it: Many times I 
made account.to enquire of my Familiar 
Spirit, what End this Adventure. of yours 
fhall have, but I never did, becaufe he ne- 
ver gives a direct Anfwer to any of our 
Enquiries, but couches it in dark and ob-. 
fcure Terms, which have feveral Significa- 
tions; fo that there is no depending upon 
any Anfwer which this.our Lord and Ma- 
fter gives; for with one Word of Truth, 
he mixes a thoufand Lies: And as far as I 
can gather, by his Anfwers, he knows no- 
thing of Futurity for Certain, but only by 
Gueiles. Notwithftanding all this, he fo 
deludes us Witches, that although he makes 
a Mock of us many times, and plays’a 
thoufand ‘Tricks upon us, yet we cannot 
forfake him. We go a great Way from 
hence, to fee him in a Jarge Field, wherein 
an infinite Number of Sorcerers and Sorce- 
refles affemble together; and there he 
gives us fomething to eat, of a very un- 
pleafant Tafte ; and there are other Things 
tranfacted, which in good Truth, I dare 
not tell you, becaufe they are Foul and 
Loath- 
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Loathfome, and I will not offend your 
chafte Ears. Some are of Opinion, that 
we go to thefe Feafts in Imagination only ; 
and that the Devil imprints thereon, the 
Images of all thofe Things, which we after- 
wards relate have happen’d to us; others 
fay not, but that we really go there both 
in Body and Soul; and for my Part, | 
hold that both thefe Opinions are true, in- 
fomuch, that we’ ourfelves do not know 
when we go one way or the other; becaufe 
all that paffeth with us in Imagination only, 
is fo intenfely imprinted, that it is exactly 
the fame as if we had aétually gone there 
in Perfon. ‘The Inquifitors have made fome 
Experiments of this upon fome of us, whom 
they have kept prefs’d down, and I think 
they have found-what T fay to be true. At 
laft, I had a mind to forfake this Sin, and 
have us’d my Endeavours to do it: I have 
betaken myielf to this Hofpital, where I 
cure'the Poor, but/fome of them die, which 
gives me new Life, by what they bequeath 
to me, or what old Cloaths they leave be- 
hind them, for my Care: I pray a little in 
Publick, and murmur much in Private: It 
goes better with me by being a Hypocrite, 
than with being an open Sinner; the Ap- 
pearances of my prefent good Deeds, blot 
out from the Memory of thofe that know 
erg mes 
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Cw? 
me, my former bad Deeds. In a Word, 
a hypocritical Holinefs does no harm to 
any one, but to him who practices it: Son 
Montils take this Advice of me, do all 
the Good you can; but if you muft-be 
Wicked, endeavour to hide it as much as 
you can: J am a Sorcerefs, Ido not deny it 
to yous and that your Mother was a Witch 
and a Sorcerefs, I can as little deny. Ne- 
verthelefs the fine outward Appearances of 
us both, were fufficient to gain usa good 
Reputation with every one. Three Days 
before fhe died, we had both.of us been to 
a Merry-making, in one of the Valleys 


between the Pyrenean Mountains ; and-when 


fhe died, it was with fo much Calmnefs 
and Serenity, that excepting a few wry 
Faces, which fhe made a Quarter of an 
Flour before the gave up the Ghoft, the 
feem’d as eafy as if fhe had been upon a 
Bridal Bed ftrew’d with Flowers; the 
Transformation of her two Sons broke-her 
Heart; and fhe never would, even atthe 
Point of Death, forgive Camacha: I clos’d 
her Eyes, and attended her to her Grave ; 
and there I left her, never to fee her more, 
although J have not loft all Hopes of feeing 
her before I die ; becaufe it is talk’d in-the 
Town, that fome Perfons have feen her 
walking in the Church-Yards and Crof- 
Ways 
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Ways, in different Shapes; and pethaps 
fome time or other, I fhall meet her ; and 
I will afk her, if fhe would have me do 
any Thing to unburthen her Confcience? 
Every Thing the old Woman faid to me, 
in Praife of her, who fhe told me was my 
Mother, was as a Spear which pierc’d me 
to the Heart,-and I had a great mind to 
fall upon her, and tear her to Pieces ; but 
I did not-do it, becaufe I was unwilling 
Death fhould feize her in fo unprepar?d and 
finful a Condition.

I would 
have afk?d, if I could have fpoke, what 
thofe Ointments were, which fhe mention- 
ed; and it feems, that fhe read my Thoughts, 
fince fhe anfwer’d, (as if I had afk’d her) 
what I wanted to be inform’d of, in thefe 
Words: This Ointment with which we 
Witches anoint ourfelves, is made up of 
the Juices of Herbs, of an extreme cold 
Nature, and not (as it is commonly faid to 
be) of the Blood of thofe Infants which 
we ftrangle. Here you may likewife afk 
me, what Pleafure and Profit the Devil has 
by making us kill thefe harmlefs Creatures, 
oy fince 
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fince he knows, that being baptiz’d, they 
are received into Heaven, as being innocent, 
ind without Sin; and that he himfelf fuk 
ts an additional Torment, by every Chri- 
ian Soulthat efcapes him? To which I can 
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give you no other Anfwer, but what the 


Proverb fays, which is, That he pui¥ out 
both his own Eyes, to put “out one of bis 
Lnemy’s: I mean, the exceflive Grief he 
pierces the Parents with, , by killing their 
Children. And that which concerns him 
moft, is to make us commit, at every Step, 
fo cruel and diabolical a Crime; and all 
this God permits, for the Sins of Men ; 
for without his Permiffion, I Have feen by 
Experience, that the Devil cannot hurt fo 
much as an Ant; and this is fo true, that 
having afk’d him one time to deftroy my - 
Enemy’s Vine ? He made Anfwer, that he 
could not fo much as touch a Leaf of it, 
becaufe God. would not permit him: By 
which thou may’ft know, when thou art a 
Man, that all the Misfortunes that happen 
to Nations, Kingdoms, Cities, and Towns; 
fudden Deaths, Shipwrecks, and contagious 
Diftempers : In a Word, all the Ills which 
we call Accidents, proceed from the Hand 
of the moft High, and are permitted by 
his Will ; but that our Sins and wicked 
Actions, proceed entirely from pny ce 
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God is finlefs, from whence we may infer, 
that we are the Authors.of Sin, forming it 
in Thought, W ord, and Déed-s God per- 
mitting it all for our Offences, as I have 
before faid. .. You will :fay now, Son, if 
you underftand: what I am faying,. who 
hath’ made me a Divine, and you. will 
perhaps, fay within yourfelf, Body of 
this old Whore, why. don’t fhe leave 
off being a Sorcerefs, and return to 
God, fince fhe. knows that he is more 
ready to pardon Sins, than’ to permit 
them ? To this, I make anfwer, (as if you 
had really afk’d me) that a Habit of Sin- 
ning, becomes in time, a fecond Nature’; 
and this of Sorcery, becomes as dear and 
neceflary. to us,:as our very Flefh and 
-Blood ; and fo ftupifies the Soul, that it 
even cools and benums its Faith, from 
whence arifes a Forgetfulnefs of itfelf, and 
it neither remembers the Terrors with 
which God threatens it, nor the Glory to 
which he invites it.; and, in fine, as it is a 
Sin which confifts in fenfual Pleafi Ires, it 
deadens and {tupifies all our Faculties, not 
permitting them to perform. their See 
Offices as they ought; and fo the Soul r 
maining: ufelefs, dxforder?d, and floa fel 
cannot smile e Contideration if it would. 
to any good Thought; and fuffering 1t- 
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felf to be fwallow’d up in the profound 
fabyfs of its Mifery, it cannot raife: itfelf 
to God. — I have one of thefe Souls 
which I have defcrib’d to you, I-fee it, 
and know it well; but as  fenfual Pleafure 
hath fetter’d my Will, I have always been, 
and always fhall be wicked. But let‘us leave 
this, and talk a little about the Ointments, 
which I fay are fo extremely ‘cold, that 
when we anoint ourfelves with them, they 
deprive us of all our Senfes, and we remain 
ftretch’d upon the Ground naked, and then 
it is they fay, that every Thing which 
feems to us, to be really tranfacted, paffes 
only in our Imagination. Other times ha- 
ving made an end of anointing ourfelves, 
Wwe are transform?d, as we think, into Cocks, 
Owls, .or Crows; and in this Shape we go 
to the Place where our Mafter expeéts us, 
and there we come to our firft Shape again, 
and partake of Pleafures which I fhall pafs 
over in filence, becaufe they are fuch, that 
it even gives me Pain to call them back to 
Memory, and my Tongue flies back with 
Horror from relating them; and yet not- 
withftanding all this, Iam a Sorcerefs, and 
{cover with the Cloak of Hypocrify, all 
my Faults. It is true, that if fome efteem 
and honour me as a good Woman, 
there are not wanting many, who tell a 
: 0 
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of the Marks which the Fury of a cholerick 


Judge imprinted on-us 5 who in former 
Times, having fome Accufation againit 
me, and your Mother, deliver’d us up to 
the Hangman’ to execute his Anger upon 
us, who not being fe’ed, usd his full Pow- 
er and Rigour upon our Shoulders, But 
this is pafs’d, as all Things pafs away, flip- 
ping out of the Memory ; and People be- 
ing tir’d with talking always of one thing, 
new Events making us forget the old, i 
live in this Hofpital, and in outward Ap- 
pearance am very eood; Iam not fo old, 
but I may live a Year longer, although I 
am now Seventy-five; and though} can- 
not faft for my great Age, nor pray for 
the Swimmings in my Head, nor go Pul- 
grimages, becaufe of the Fecblenefs of my 
Legs, nor give Alms, becaufe Iam Poor, 
nor even think well, becaufe I delight in 
doing Ill; with all this] know that God 
is good and merciful; but enough of this, 
let us have no more of this Talk, for in 
good Truth it makes me fad: But come 
Son, and you fhall fee me anoint myfelt, 
for a fat Sow is better than a lean one, and 
it is good to make Hay while the Sun 
fhines, and not to mourn when we may. 
laugh: I mean, that although the Plea- 
fures, which the Devil gives us are fome- 
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C 4 ) 
times real; and fometimes imaginary only; 
neverthelefs they feem Pleafures to us, and 
the Delight is much greater in Imagination, 
than Enjoyment; although in: true -Plea- 
furesit ought tobe to the contrary. Having 
thus finifh’d her long Tale, fhe rofe up, 
and taking the Lamp, went into -another 
Room, lefs than the former ; I follow’d her, 
diftracted by a thoufand different Thoughts, 
and ftruck with Aftonifhment at what I had 
heard, and what I expeéted to fee ; Canni- 
zares hung the Lamp upon the Wall, and 
haftily undrefs*d ‘herfelf to her Shift ; and 
taking out of a Corner a glaz?d Pot, the 
put her Hand in it, and muttering between 
her Teeth, anointed herfelf. from the 
Sole of her Foot, to the Crown of her 
Head, which was quite bare; before fhe 
had made an end of anointing herfelf, the 
told me, that whether her Body fhould 
remain without Life or Motion in the 
Chamber, or fhould vanith out of it, 
that I fhould not be frighten’d, but ftay 
there till Morning; becaufe I fhould know 
fome News of what.

It was about feven Foot 
long, the Whole was an Anatomy of Bones, 
cover’d with a black hairy Skin ; her Breafts 
feem’d like two empty Bladders, dry and 
wrinkled ; her Lips black, her Teeth clos?d, 
her Nofe crooked, her Eyes ftarted out of 
their Sockets, her Head bald, her Cheeks 
were funk in, her Throat narrow. In a 
Word, every Part of her was poffefs’d by 
the Devil: I fet myfelf to examine het at- 
tentively, but Fear foon took Poffeffion of 
me, reflecting on the ugly Sight of her 
Body, and the worfe Employment of her 
Soul. JIwould have bit her, to fee whe- 
ther fhe would come to herfelf again, but I 
could not find any Part about her, but what 
was fo loathfome, that I could-not find in 
my Heart to touch it. However, I laid 
hold of her Heel, and drag*d her into the 
Court-Yard ; but for all this fhe gave no 
Signs of-her being fenfible of it. There, 
with looking at the Sky, and feeing myfelf 
ina wide Place, my Fear left me ; at Icatk

“It was moderated in fuch a Manner, that 


I had the Courage to flay to fee how this 
horrible Scene would end. In the mean 
Time,’ afk’d myfelf, Who has made this 
wicked old Woman fo difcteet, and yet fo 
wicked ? From whence does fhe know 
what Misfortunes are Accidents, and what 
proceed from our own Sins? By what 
Means does fhe underftand and {peak fo 
much of God, and yet deals fo much with 
the Devil? How can fhe fin fo much, 
when fhe-can in no Ways plead Ignorance ? 
In thefe Meditations the Night flip’d away, 
and the Day approached, which found us 
in the midit of the Court-Yard; fhe not 
come to herfelf, and I fitting on my Legs 
near her, attentively beholding ther fright. 
ful and foul Afpect. The People of the 
Hofpital came, and feeing this Sight, fome 
ery’d out, alas! the Holy Canizares is 
dead, fee to what a weak and disfigur’d 
Condition her Penitence and Faftings re- 
duc’d her; others more confiderate, felt 
her Pulfe, and perceiving it to beat, found 
fhe was not dead, from whence they con- 
ceiv’d fhe was in a Trance; others faid, 
this old Whore muft without doubt be a 
Sorcerefs, and is now anointed, for the 
Saints are never in fuch unfeemly Rap- 
tures, and fhe has always, amongft rine 
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that know her, had more the Reputation of 
a Sorcerefs, than a Saint. “There were fome 
fo curious, that they went up to her, and 
ftuck Pins in her Flefh, from Head to 
Foot; but all this did not awake this found 
Sleeper, nor did fhe come to herfelf again, 
till Seven o’Clock the next Morning; and 
as fhe: felt herfelf pink’d by the Pins, bit 
by the Heels, bruifed with the drage-

the evil Spirit. Hearing thefe Words of the 
wicked old Woman, the greateft Part of 
them believ*d, that I was one‘of thofe Da- 
mons who haye a continual Grudge againtft 
: good 
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‘good .Chriftians, and..fome run to: throw 


holy Water upon me; others did not dare 
to come near me; others cried. out they 
fhould exorcife me; the old Woman. mut- 
ter’d, and I kept faft hold ; the Confufion 
grew greater and greater, and.my Mafter, 
whom the Noife had brought hither, rav’d 
like a Mad-man, hearing them fay, that I 
was a Devil come out of Hell; others who 
did not. underftand exorcifms, laid hold of 
three or four Cudgels, with which they 
begun to exorcife. my Loins .for. me, in a 
very. difagreeable Manner; 1 did not like 
the Jeft, and fo let go the old) Woman, 
and in three Leaps got into the Street ; 
and in a few more out of the Town, fol- 
low’d. by an infinite Number of, Boys at 
my Heels, crying out as loud as they could, 
Get out of the Way, make Room, for the 
Wife Dog is run mad 3 others cried, He is 
not mad, but it is the Devil in the Shape 
of a Dog. I got out of the Town, horribly 
bruis’d, great Numbers following me, who 
undoubtedly believ’d I was.a Devil, as well 
for the Things they, had feen me perform, 
as for the Words the old Woman {poke 
when fhe awoke out of her accurfed Sleep. 
I run away fo faft, and made fuch hafte in 
getting out of their Sight, that they thought 
T had vanifh’d away like a Deyil;.in fix 
Hours 
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Hours I went twelve Leagues, at the End 
of which, I came to the Quarters of fome 
Gipfies, which was in a Field near Granada; 
J ftop’d here a little, and becaufe fome of the 
Gipfies knew me to be the Wife Dog, they 
receiv’?d me with no little Pleafure, and hid 
me in a Cave, that I might not be found, 
if I was fought for, with an Intention, as I 
after wards learnt, of getting Money by me, 
as the Drummer my Matter had done. 
Twenty Days I continued with them, in 
which I remark’d their Life and Manners, 
which being pretty remarkable, 1 can’t 
omit giving you an Account of them, 

Scip. Before you proceed: any farther, 
Berganfa, it will be. better that we ftop a 
little, at what the Sorcerefs told you, and 
examine if the great Lie, to which you 
give Credit, can poffibly be true. Confider, 
Berganfa, it would be the greateft Folly to 
believe that Camacha ever chang’d Men 
into Beafts, and that the Sexton ferv’d her 
fo many Years as they fay, in the Shape of 
an Afs. All thefe Things, and the like, 
are only Lies, or the Deceits of the Devil ; 
and if it feems to us now, that we have fome 
underftanding, and are capable of reafon- 
ing, being really Dogs, or under the Form 
of them; we have already faid, that it is 
a wonderful and ftrange Thing, and what 
was 
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was never feen before; would you be con- 
vine’d more fully, confider on what trifling 
Things, and filly Points Camacha faid our 
recovering our firft Shape again depended; 
and thofe which you think Prophecies, are 
only foolifh Stories, and old Women’s 
Tales; fuch as thofe concerning the Horfe 
without a Head, and the enchanted Wand, 
with which, the long Winter Nights are 
pais’d away at the Fire Side; for if they 
had been any other, they would have been 
accomplifh’d before now, unlefs it is that 
her Words are-to be taken in a Senfe, 
which I have heard fay, is call’d Allegori- 
cal, which Senfe does not fignify what 
the Words literally mean, but fome other 
Thing, which although it is different, /has 
fome Analogy to them, and fo to fay: 

Let this Remembrance fome Relief afford, 

To Human Shape they ll be again reffor'd, 

When they foall fee thrown groveling to the Ground, 

Thofe that erect, as lofty Pines were found : 


And thofe that laid low in the Duft this Hour, 
Shall be rais'd up by the fame mighty Power. 


Taking it in the Senfe which I have men- 
tioned, it feems to me, to fignify, that 
we fhall recover our firft Shape again, when 
we fhail fee thofe, who were Yefterday on 
the higheft Spokes of Fortune’s Wheel, 
To-day caft down, and trampled under 
Foot, 
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Foot by Mistortunes, and held in little 
Account by thofe who moft-efteem’d them, 
And in the fame Manner, when we fhall 
fee others who two Hours ago, had no 
other Portion in this World, but only to 
fill up a vacant Place, and ‘ncreafe the 
Number of its Inhabitants ; and now they 
are rais’d to fuch towering Heights of For- 
tune, that we lofe fight of thems and if 
before, they could not be feen for their 
Littlenefs and Obfcurity, now we cannot 
reach them for their Greatnefs and exalted 
Splendor: And if our:putting on the Form 
you {peak .of, had confifted in this, we 
have already feen it, and we fee it at every 
Step; from whence I conceive, that the 
Verfes of Camacha are not to‘be taken in 
an allegorical Senfe, but a literal one, and 
our Remedy confifts as little in this, fince 
we have feen many times what they figni- 
fy, and yet we are as much Dogs as ever, 
as you ‘may fee; fo that Camacha was a 
falfe Deceiver, Cannizares a lying, prating 
Goffip, and Montiela a filly, malicious 
Beldame, with refpect be it fpoken, if fhe 
really is the Mother of us both, or your’s 
only, for I will not have her for my Mo- 
ther: [fay then, that the literal and true 
Meaning is a Game of Nine-pins, wherein 
with ready Diligence they throw down

thofe which are ftanding, and fet up thofe 
which are fall’n, -and this by: the Hand of 
one who-is' able to do it: Confider then, 
if in the Courfe of our Life we have ever 
feen them play, at Nine-pins, and if we 
have feen them according to this, we fhould 
have been chang’d into Men, 

Berg. 1 own -you are in the right, Bro- 
ther Scipio, and that you are» wifer than I 
thought for; and from what you have faid, 
I begin to think and_ believe, that all we 
have been doing hitherto, and what we are 
doing now, is a Dream, and that we are 
really Dogs; but however, let us enjoy as 
much.as we can, this Gift of Speech, which 
we have, and this fo great Preheminence, 
of being capable to difcourfe according to 
Reafon ; and therefore don’t be ‘tir’d with 
hearing me.relate what happen’d to me 


‘amongit the Gipfies, whohid me in the Cave; 


Scip, I hearken to you willingly, .to 
oblige you to give Attention) to. me, when 
I relate to you, if Heaven pleafes, the Ad- 
ventures of my Life, .- 

Berg, I employ’d myfelf while I was 
with the Gipfies, to obferve their fly Tricks 
and Deceits, by which, they impos?d upon 
People ; the great’ Mifchiefs they did, and 
the Thefts which ithe Gipfies of both Sexes 
practice, from almoft, the very Moment 
they 
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they leave off their Blankets and are able to 
run alone : You fee whata Multitude there 


is of them difpers’d throughout all Parts of 


Spain ; but they all know, and keep Cor- 
refpondence with one another, and carry 
on a Trade by exchanging their Thefts: 
They pay greater Obedience than they do 
to their lawful King, to one whom they 
ftile the Count, who, with all hisSucceffors, 
goes by the Sirname of Maldonado ; not 
becaufe they are any ways defcended from 
that noble Family, but becaufe a Page be- 
longing to a Gentleman of that Name be- 
came enamour’d with a Gipfy, who would 
not grant him her Love, unlefs he made 
himfelf a Gipfy, and married her: The 
Page did fo, and he pleas’d the other Gip- 
fies fo much, that they made him their 
King, and paid him Obedience as fuch ; 
and, as a Token of their Vaffalage, they 
allow him a part of all they fteal, when 
it is of any Value. They employ them- 
felves, to give Colour to their Idlenefs, in 
working Things in Iron, and fo you will 
always fee them fetting forth to Sale, in 
the Streets and Highways, Pincers, Nail- 
plercers, Hammers, and fuch- like Triffes, 
which they likewife make ufe of themfelves, 
to execute their Robberies : The Women 
are their own Midwives, and in this they 
have 
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have the Advantage of our Women; that 
they bring forth their Births into the World: 
without Coft or Charge; they wafh their 
young Children with cold Water as foon 
as they are born, and from the Time the 
are born, to the Day:of their Death, they 
are. harden’d, and: enur?d to bear the Incle- 
mencies. and Rigours of the different Sea: 
fons, fo that they are nimble and: brifk, 
and are great Runners, Vaulters and Dan: 
cers, ‘Chey always-marry amongft them- 
felves, that their cheating Tricks and Frauds 
may not come to be known: to any but 
thofe of their Fraternity: When they afk 
Alms, they get it more by their Jefts and 
cunning Lies, than their Devotions’; and 
under Pietence that there is no one will 
truft them, they get into no Service, but’. 
give themfelves up to an idle lazy Life; 
And feldom or never have I feen, if I re- 
member aright, any Gipfy receiving the 
Communion at the Foot of the Altar, al+ 
though I have gone many times into the 
Churches : Their Thoughts are wholly em-= 
ploy’d in contriving how they fhall cheat 
People,. and-where they fhall fteal’: They 
relate their Thefts to: one another, and in 
what manner they effected them: One Day 
a Gipfy related to the others before me, a 
Trick that he had put upon a Countryman ; 
which 
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which was, that the Gipfy had an Afs with 
a fhort Tail, and on the little bare Stump 
of his Tail, he ingrafted a falfe one, that 
was very full of Hair, which was fo well fet 
on, that it feem’d as if it was his own 
natural one: He brought it into the Mar- 
ket. Place, and a Countryman bought it of 
him for Ten Ducats; as foon as he had 
fold it, and receiv’d the Money, he told 
the Countryman, that if he had a mind to 
buy the Brother of it, who was every bit as 
good, he would fell it him a better Penny- 
worth. The Countryman bid him go and 
fetch it, and that he would purchafe it of 
him, and‘in the mean while he would carry 
that which he had bought to his Lodgings, 
The Countryman went his way, the Gipfy 
follow’d him, -and by fome Means or 
other, the Gipfy had the Dexterity to 
fteal the Afs from the Countryman, whem 
he had feld it to; and immediately 
he took off the Sham-tail, and left him 
only his own bare Stump: He chang’d 
the Pannel and Halter, and was bold enough 
to go and feek out the Countryman, that 
he might fell it him a fecond Time; he 
found him before he had mifs’d the firft 
Afs, and after a few Words, he bought 


the fecond. e went to his Lodgings to 
pay the Money, where he found the firft 
Als 
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Afs mifling, and although it was very un- 
likely, ‘ yet he fufpeéted the Gipfy had 
{tole itefrom him, and refus’d to pay him; 
the Gipfy run out for Witneffes, and 
brought in thofe who had receiv’d the Duty 
for the firft Afs, and they fwore, that the 
Gipfy had fold the Countryman an. Af 
with a very large and bufhy Tail, very 
different from this fecond. one which he 
fold him. Befides all this, there was an 
Alguazil prefent, who efpous’d the Caufe 
of the Gipfy with fo much Earneftnefs, that 
the Countryman was obliged to pay for the 
Afs twice. over, They related a great 
many other Thefts, and all, or the great- 
eft Part of them were of Beafts, in {teal- 
ing of which, they are very expert, and 
make it- their chief Employment, In a 


-Word, they are a very wicked Set of Peo- 


ple, and although many and very wife 
Judges have endeavour’d to reform them, 
yet they are not in the leaft amended: At 
the End of Twenty Days, they hada mind 
to carry me to Murcia, for which Purpofe, 
we were oblig’d to pafs through Granada, 
where the Company to which the Drum- 
mer my Mafter belong’d, was at that Time 
quarter’d: As the Gipfies had Information 
of it, they kept me lock’d up in a Cham- 
ber belonging to the Inn where they my ; : 
1earc 
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heard them mention the reafon of it, and 
did not much like the intended Journey, 


and fo I ‘was refolv’d to get loofe, if ] 


could, and I afterwards put it in Execu- 
tion’; and in going out of Granada, I 
caine to an Orchard, belonging to a Moor, 
who receiv’d me with a good Will, and I 
ftay’d with a better, thinking that he would 
want me for nothing elfe but to guard his 
Orchard, an Employment, in my Opinion, 


of lefs Trouble, and Labour, than that of 
guarding the Flock; and as there was no’ 


need to {tand wrangling about Wages, the 
Moor ealfily found a Servant whom he 
might command, and J a Matter to ferve: 
I ftay’d with him above a Month, not be- 
caufe I lik’d my Way of Life fo well, but 
on account of the Pleafure I conceiv’d in 
remarking .and finding out the Life my 
Matter led, and by this Means, that of all 
the Moors in Spain : O how. many flrange 
Things could I tell you, Friend Scipio, 
of this Moori/h Crew, if I was not afraid 
that I fhould not be able to make an end of 
them thefe two Weeks; andif I was to 
be particular, I fhould not even finith them 
in two Months. My Matter being a mife- 
rable covetous Wretch, as all of that Breed 
are, he fed me with Bread made of Millet, 
and with little Bits and Scraps which was 
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his own common Food : But kind Heaven 
enabled me to bear thisHardfhip, by a very 
{trange Accident, as you fhall hear; every 
Morning,. as foon as the Day began to 
break, a young Man who feem’d to bea 
Student, came and fet down under one of 
the many Pomegranate Trees that were in 
that Place, he was drefs’d in Bays, which 
by long wear, had chang’d Colour, and 
look’d a little Thread-bare : He was always 
very bufy in-writing in a Pocket-Book, and 
every now andithen, he ftruck his Fgre- 
head with the Palms of his Hands, and bit 
his Nails, looking up ftedfaftly to the Sky; 
other times he was fo wrapt in Thought, 
that he neither ftir’d Hand or Foot, nor 
even his Eye-lids, fo great were his Rap- 
tures, One time I went near him, without 
his perceiving me, I heard him mutter 
fomething between his Teeth, and after 
fome Paufe, he cried out aloud, Thanks 


“to my lucky Stars, this is the beft Stanza 


I ever made in my whole Life! and wri- 
ting it down as faft as he could in his Book, 
he feem’d to be highly delighted with it; 
all which made me conjecture, that this 
happy Man muft needs be a Poet. I 
fawn’d upon him with my ufual Careffes, 
to affure him of my Tamenefs; I threw | 
myfelf at his Feet, and he being affur’d of 
ey 











thy Gentlenefs by this Mark of Refpeé, 
purfu’d his Thoughts, and began to f{cratch 
his Flead, and to be in his high flown 
Raptures again, and to write as before. 
While he was thus iemploy’d, there came 
a Gay well drefs’d young Man into the 
Orchard, with fome Papers in his Hand, 
in which he read from time to time; he 
came to the other, and faid to him, Have 
you finifh’d the firft A@? I have juft 
now finifh’d it, anfwer’d the Poet, the 
moft happily that can be imagin’d: In 
what Manner, afk’d the other? After this 
Manner, anfwer’d the Poet ; His Holinefs 
the Pope, appears cloath’d in his pontificial 
Habits, with twelve Cardinals all drefe’d in 
Purple, for when the Event, which is 
the Subject of my Comedy happen’d, there 
was a Mutatio Caparum, and the Cardinals 
did not go drefs’d in Red, but Purple ; 
and therefore it is highly neceffary, in order 
_to keep a due Propriety, that thefe my 
Cardinals fhould be cloath’d in Purple ; 
and this is a Matter of great Importance to 
the Comedy ; I cannot be miftaken in this 
Point, becaufe I have read over the whole 
Book of the Reman Ceremonies, only that 
I might be in the right, as to thefe Habits. 
But where the Devil do you think, replied 
the other, we can get purple Dreffes for 
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twelve Cardinals? Get them you muff, 
anfwer’d the Poet, though you go to Rome 
for them ; for if you take only one away 
of thefe, I will give you my Comedy forno- 
thing. Body of me! muft this grand and 
magnificent Appearance be loft? Imagine 
to. yourfelf what a fine Shew his Holinefs 
the Pope will make on the Stage, fur- 
rounded with twelve grave Cardinals, and 
the other Attendants which he muft necef- 
farily have with him; by Heaven! it will 
be one of the grandeft and moft magnifi- 
cent Scenes, that has ever been feen in 
Comedy, not excepting that call’d the 
Nofegay, written by Daraja. By this I 
was fully affur’d, that the one was a Poet, 
and the other a Player. ‘The Player ad- 
vis’d the Poet to clip off a few of their 
Eminences, if he would not make the Co- 
medy impoflible to be acted: To which 
the Poet replied, that they might thank 
him, that he had not brought in the whole 
Conclave, to grace the memorable Action 
which was the Subject of his moft ingenious 
and well contriv’d Comedy. ‘The Actor 
Jaugh’d at this, and left him to his Employ- 
ment, to return to his own, which was to 
ftudy a Part in a new Comedy. The Poet 
having wrote fome moreStanza’sof hismag- 
nificent Comedy, pull’d out of his Pocket, 
with 
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with great Gravity and Deliberation, fome 
broken Pieces of Bread, and about twenty 
Raifins, as I think ; for although [ count- 
ed them, yet I am in doubt if there were fo 
many or no, becaufe there were fome 
Crums of Bread mixt with them: He fe- 
parated, and blow’d away the Crums, and 
eat the Raifins one by one, and I believe 
he’ even eat the Stalks, for I faw him 
fing nothing away ; he would fain 
have eaten too, (for his Appetite feem’d in 
no wife to be fully fatisfied) the broken 
Pieces of Bread, which being colour’d by 
the Nap of his Pocket, look’d as if they 
were mouldy, but they were fo hard, that 
though he endeavour’d to foften them by 
chewing them, not only once, but feveral 
times, yet he was not able to mafter thems 
all which redounded to my Profit, for 
he flung them to me, faying, Here, take 
them, and much good may they do thee : 
Good Gods! cried I, within myfelf, is this, 
which this Poet gives me, the Neéar or 
Ambrofia, which they fay the Gods, and 
his Patron Apo//o live upon in Heaven, In 
a Word, the Poverty and Wretchednefs 
of the Poets, is generally very greats; 
however, my Neceflity was greater, fince 
it oblig’d me to eat what he flung away. 
All the time he was compofing his Come- 
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dy, he never mifs’d coming to the Orch- 
ard, nor did I want for Crofts of Bread, 
for he divided them with me very libe- 
rally, and we usd to go. together, after our 
Repait, to the Well where we both quench’d 
our Thirft, as great a$ two Monarchs, I 
laying. down and lapping, and he making 
ufe of one of the Pots which was faften’d 
to the Wheel. But the Poet having finifh’d 
his Comedy, came no more to the Orch- 
ard; and Hunger prefs’d me fo much, 
that I was refolv’d to leave the Moor, and 
g0 into the City to feek fome better For- 
tune; for as the Proverb fays, He finds it 
out at laf, who often removes bis Quarters, 
Juft as T enter’d the City, I met my Poet, 
as foon as he faw me, he came to me with 
open Arms, and I went to him, feeming 
to be overjoy’d that I had met with him, 
He immediately begun to pull out Pieces 
of Bread, a little tenderer than thofe he 
us’d to bring with him to the Orchard, 
and deliver’d them up to my Jaws, with- 
out chewing them in his own, a Favour 
which fatisfy’?d my Hunger, with uncom- 
mon Pleafure. He went through the City, 
I follow’d him, refolving to have him for 
my Matter, if he would receive me, ima- 
gining I could keep my Camp from ftar- 
ving, by what was overplus in his F pits. 
Or

for there is no better, nor more lafting 
Purfe than Charity and Generofity, whofe 
liberal lands are never poor. And there- 
fore I don’t agree with that Proverb, which 
fays, Mas da. el duro, que el defnudo , The 
Niggard, or Hard-hearted Man, gives more 
than the poor Man; as if the Covetous and 
Hard-hearted Man, gave.as much as the 
generous poor Man, who gives his good 
Withes and Defires, when. he has nothing 
ele to beftow. After walking fome time 
we ftop’d.at the Houfe of the Mafter of 
a Company of Players, who to the beft of 
my Remembrance, was called Angulo: There 
was a numerous Audience.affembled to hear 
my Mafter’s Comedy s but in the middle 
of the firft AG, they went out one by one, 
and two by two, till at laft the Mafter and 
I made up his whole Audience. As for 
the Comedy, it was fuch a one, that al- 
though I was but an Afs, in Refpect of 
thefe Poetical Matters, yet 1 myfelf thought 
that Satan himfelf had. compos’d it, for the 
total Ruin and Perdition of the Poet, who 
already begun to fwallow his Spittle, be- 
holding the Solitude in which the Audience 
had left him ; and perhaps his fore-boding 
Soul prefag’d the dire Difgrace, which al- 
ready threaten’d him ; which was, that all 
the AGtors, who were above twelve in Num- 
EF 4 ber, 
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ber, came in together, and without faying 
a Word, laid hold of my Poet, and if it 
had not been, that the Mafter interpos’d, 
and pacify’d them a little by his Authority, 
join’d with Prayers and Intreaties, they 
would, without doubt, have tofs’d him ina 
Blanket. I remain’d quite Thunder-ftruck 
with this Event; the Mafter out of Hu- 
mour, the Players merry, and the Poet in 
a Pet, who with a great deal of Patience, 
although the Serenity of his Countenance 
{eem’d to be a little ruffled, took up his 
Comedy, and putting it in his Bofom, 
mutter’d between his° Teeth; J¢ is not 
good to throw Pearls before Swine; and 
with this he walk’d out with much Gravity 
and Calmnefs, For my part, I was quite 
out of Countenance, and I neither could, 
nor would follow him ; and I hit the right 
Nail on the Head, for the Matter of the 
Players carefs’d me fo much, that it oblig*d 
me to ftay with him, and in lefs than a 
Month, I became a principal Aétor, and a 
great Favourite of the Town, in the Inter- 
ludes and Pantomime Entertainments, They 
muzzel’d me, and taught me to attack on ~ 
the Stage, any one they had a mind, fo 
that, as the Interludes are commonly con- 
cluded with Cudgels; in our Company 
they were concluded, by fetting me on, 
and 
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and I threw down, and trampled under 
Foot, all that came in my Way, with 
which I made. Fools laugh, and brought 
much Gain to my Mafter. O Scipio! how 
many Things could I relate to you, which 
I faw and remark?d in this, and two other 
Companies of Comedians, whom I liv’d 
with fome time; but it being impoflible 
to reduce it to a fuccinét and concife Nar- 
ration, I muft leave it for another. Day, if 
we fhould be fo happy as to have another 
Day’s Conference together? You feehow long 
my Difcourfe has been ; you have feen like- 
wife, how many and different Adventures 
[ have run through; my long Travels, and 
the many Mafters 1 have had; butall your 
have heard, is nothing in Comparifon te 
what I could relate to you, concerning what 
I remark’d, among this Set of People, wz. 
Their Method of Proceeding, their. Way 
of Life, their Cuftoms, their Employments,, 
their Labour, their Idlenefs, theis Igno- 
rance, and their Wit; with an infinite 
Number of other Things I could. tell of 5 
thofe whofe Bufinefs is to prompt, and 
thofe who get among the Audience to. re- 


ceive what. is acted, with Shouts of Ap- 
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plaufe, and the Ivicks they u ake,.We 
of to. deceive their Audience ; the great- 
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eft Part of whom are extremely fond 
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ftrange Appearances, and wonderful Me 
tamorphofes, 

Scip. I very well conceive, Berganfa, what 
a large Field lies open to you for Difcourfe, 
and I am of Opinion, that you fhould 
leave this for a particular Difcourfe by it- 
felf, and for an Opportunity when we fall 
be in no fear of being difturb’d, 

Berg. Let it be fo, and give Attention, 
Icame with a Company of Aéors to this 
City of Valladolid, where they gave me a 
Wound in an Interlude, which had like to 
have coft me my Life; I could not revenge 
myfelf then, becaufe I was muzzel’d, and 
afterwards in cold Blood I would not, for 
a deliberate Revenge argues Cruelty, Cow- 
ardice, and a wicked Heart. But I grew 
tir’d, of this Employment, not becaufe there 
was much Trouble or Labour in it, but 
becaufe I faw a great many Things in it, 
which requir’d both Comeétion and Amend- 
ment; and as I could only fee them, but 
could not remedy them, I thought it beft 
to get out of the Sight of them, and fo ¥ 
became very Religious all of a fudden, as 
thofe do who forfake their Vices, when 
they can no longer follow them ; but it is 
better late than never, JF fay then, that 
feeing you one Night carrying a Lantern 
beforg the good Mabudes, I look*d upon 
you 
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you as one contented with your Condition, 
and juftly and holily employ’d:s and ftirr’d 
up by a commendable Emulation, I de- 
termin’d to follow your Steps, and with 
this laudable Intention, I ran before Ma- 
budes, who immediately chofe me for your 
Companion, and brought me to this Hof- 
pital; what has happen’d to me fince I 
have been’ here, is not fo inconfiderable, 
but it will take fome time to relate, efpe- 
cially the Difcourfe I heard between fout 
fick Men, whom their hard Fate, and 
wretched Poverty had brought into this 
Hofpital, who lay all in one Room 3. per- 
mit me to relate it, for it will not take up 
much Time, and comes in very apropos. 

Scip. I give you Leave, but be as con- 
cife as you can, for I believe the Day 1S 
not. far off, ; 

Berg. In the four Beds at the End. af 
this Infirmary, were a Poet, an Alchymift, 
a Mathematician, and one of thofe People 
whom they call Projectors. 

Scip. 1 remember to have feen thele good 
People. 

Berg. 1 fay then, that in one of the hot- 
tefi Days of laft Summer, the Windows 
seing: fhut clofe, LE was almoft {tifled, and 
lay under one of the Beds, fucking in gree- 
dily what. little Air there was. ‘The Poet 
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began to bewail bitterly his hard Fortune ; 
and the Mathematician afking him what 
he complain’d of ? He made Anfwer, of his 
cruel and niggardly Fortune: And have J 
not fufficient Reafon to complain, added 
he, fince having obferv’d the Rule which 
florace lays down in his Art of Poetry, 
that no Work fhould come to the Light, 
till ten Years after its firft compofing ;: 
And I have one which I have employ’d 
twenty Years on, and it is twelve fince I 
finifh’d it, a Work great in the Subject, 
admirable and new in the Invention, lofty 
in the Verfe, entertaining in the Epifodes, 
marvellous in the Divifion, for the Be- 
ginning, anfwers to the Middle and End, 
fo that they compofe a fublime, fonorous, 
heroic, and delightful Poem ; and yet not- 
withftanding all this, I cannot find a Prince, 
or any great Man to dedicate it to; Imeana 
Prince, who is wife and learned, liberal and 
magnanimous: So miferable are the Times, 
and fuch a deprav’d Age is this of our’s! 
Of what does the Poem treat, afk’d the 
Alchymift ? It treats, anfwer’d the Poet, 
of what Archbifhop Turpin omitted, in 
* his Hiftory of King Arthur of England, 
together with a Supplement, containing 


the

doa, with fome Alterations, by Sir R. 2B, 
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the Life of St. Bria/, and all this in 
Heroics, part in Rhime, and part Blank 
Verfe, but all-in fhort Metre; I fay, in 
fhort Metre, compos’d of Noun - Sub- 
{tantives, without admitting any one Verb, 
For my part, anfwer’d the Alchymift, I 
underftand but little of Poetry, and there- 
fore cannot fufficiently judge of the hard 
Fate you complain of ; but though it was 
much greater than it is, it would not be 
equal to mine ; which is, that it was for 
want of fome great. Man to fupport me, 
and give me the neceffary Materials which 
the Science of Alchymy requires, that I 
am not now rolling in Gold, and richer 
than either Midas or Crefus. Have you 
experienc’d, Senor Alchymift, faitd the Ma- 
thematician, the Poffibility of extracting 
Silver from other Metals ? I have not as 
_ yet, anfwer’d the Alchymift, extracted any, 
but I verily know it may be done; and in 
lefs than two Months, I fhall have perfect- 
ed the Philofopher’s Stone, with which 
you may turn into Gold and Silver, the 
very Stones themfelves, You have both of 
you highly exaggerated your Misfortunes, 
faid the Mathematician ; and yet one has 
compos’d an excellent Poem, and only 
wants a great Man to dedicate it to; and 
the other wants but little of finding out 
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the Philofopher’s Stone : But what fhall I fay 
of mine, which fo far exceeds your’s, that 
[ have not any thing to fupport myfelf 
with ? T'wo and twenty Years] have been 
employ’d in finding out the Longitude, 
and here I take it, and there I leave it, 
and. I imagining oftentimes, that I have 
found it, and that it cannot poffibly efcape 
me, whenI don’t in the leaft fufpect it, 
I find myfelf as far to feek as ever, which 
fills me with Surprize and Aftonifhment; 
it is the fame with the Square of the Circle, 
which I have come fo nigh finding out, 
that I know not, nor can I imagine why I 
have it not at this time in my Pocket; 
and fo my Pain is like that of Tantalus, 
who is near the Fruit, and dies:with Hun- 
eer, and in the Water, and yet perifhes 
with Thirft. Sometimes I think I have 
hit upon the Truth, and at other times I 
find myfelf fo far from it, that I am fore*d 
to climb up again the Mountain, which I 
have juft come down, with the Rock of 
my Labours upon my Back, like another 
Sifyphus. The Projector had kept Silence 
till now, and here he broke it, with thefe 
Words ; For my Part, I renounce from 
henceforth all thofe Employments, which 
neither raaintain, nor even give the Profef- 
fors of them Bread to eat. J, Gentlemen, 
ain 
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am a Projector, and I have at different 
Times, laid before His Majetty feveral dif- 
ferent Schemes, all which would, if put in 
Execution, be very much to his Advan- 
tage, without any Prejudice to his King- 
dom; and I have juft now drawn up a 
Petition, wherein I humbly befeech him to 
appoint fome proper Perfons, to whom I 
may communicate anew Scheme, that I 
have drawn up, which is fuch a one, that 
it will pay all the Debts of the State, and 
replenifh his Coffers. But by the Succefs 
I have had with my other Petitions, I 
judge that this likewife will be rejected : 
But that you may not think me a Mad- 
man, Gentlemen, although my Scheme 
by this Means may become Publick, yet 
1 will communicate it to you 3 it is, to 
Petition the Affembly of. the States, to 
enact a Law, that all his‘Majefty’s Sub- 
jects, from the Age of Fourteen to Seventy, 
be oblig*d, once a Month, to confine them- 
felves to Bread and Water, and this to be 
on acertain appointed Day; and that all 
the Money which would have been ex- 
pended that Day in Fruit, Flefh, Fith, 
Wine, Eggs, Pulfe, &c. be given to his 
Majefty, without defrauding him of a Far- 
thing, of which every one fhould take his 
Oath ; and by this Means, in twenty Years,

time, all the Debts of the Nation wouid 
be paid : For if I have computed aright, 
there are in Spain,more than three Millions 
of People within the Limits of the above- 
mentioned Age, befides infirm old People 
who are above, or thofe that are under it, 
and no one of thefe three Millions can 
fpend lefs than a Ryal and a Half a Day, 
and this at a very moderate Computation ;, 
but I will fay only one Ryal, for it can- 
not well be lefs; and do you think, Gen- 
tlemen, it would be a fmall Matter, for 
the King to have three Millions of Rials 
every Month, winnow’d as it were from 
all Incumbrances ? And this would be ra- 
ther an Advantage, than a Lofs to the 
Fafters, fince by fafting they would pleafe 
Heaven, as well as ferve the King; and 
there might be fome too, to whom fafting 
might be convenient for their Health?s 
Sake. ‘This is a Projeét quite free from 
Duft and Straw, and might be collected by 
the Curates of the Parifhes, without the 
Charge of Officers, who are the,Ruin of a 
State. ‘They all laugh’d at the Proje& and 
the Projector, and he in.the fame Manner 
laugh’d at their Follies ; and for my part I 
was filled with Admiration, at what I heard 
them fay, and to fee that fuch Men moft 
commonly die in an Hofpital,

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Seip. You are inthe right, Bergan/a ; 
have you any thing further to fay. 

Berg. Only two Things more, with 
which I fhall conclude. My Matter go- 
ing one Night to afk Alms in the Houfe 
of the Corregidor of this City, we found 
him alone, and I thought it a good Op- 
portunity to acquaint him with what I had 
heard an old Man, who is a Patient in this 
Hofpital fay, concerning the Means to pre- 
vent the fad Ruin which idle young Girls 
come to, who by not getting into Service, 
fall into divers Ills, and at laft are oblig’d 
to go into the Hofpitals: I fay then, that 
being willing to tell him, I rais’d my Voice, 
thinking that I had the Gift of Speech ; 
but inftead of pronouncing articulate Sounds 
{ bark’d in fo loud a Note, that the Corre- 
gidor being difgufted at it, call’d out to his 
Servants to drive me out of the Hall with 


a good Cudgel; and a Lacquey who came 


running at the call of his Mafter, (it would 
have been better for me had he been a little 
Deaf, juft at that time) laid hold of a Piece 
of Wood, which was the firft Thing that 
came to his Hand, and fo bafted my Ribs 
with it, that I carry the Marks of thofe 
Blows upon me, even at this Day. 

Sep. And do you complain of this, Ber- 


ganfa? 
Berg 
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Berg, Have I not Reafon to complain, 
if I feel the Smart of them yet, as I have 
already faid, and that I think my good 
Intention did not deferve fuch a Reward ? 

Scip. Why look you, Berganfa, no one 
muft intermeddle: where he is not call’d 
upon, nor concern himfelf in what don’t 
belong to him.  Befides; you muft con- 
fider, that the Advice ofthe Poor is never 
taken, although it be never fo. good nor 
muft the poor Man have the Prefumption 
to counfel the Great; and thofe who think 
they know every thing: Wifdom and 
Knowledge in the poor Man is obfcur’d, 
for Poverty and Wretchednefs are Shadows 
and Clouds which darken it; and if by 
Chance it difcovers itfelf, it 1s look’d 
upon as Foolifhnefs, and is treated with 
Contempt. 

Berg. You are in the right, and I thall 
for the future takeWarning by what I have 
already fuffer’d, and follow your Advice, 
In the fame Manner I went the other Night, 
into the Houfe of a Lady of Diftinction, 

who had in her Arms. a little dimmutive 
Lap-Dog, fo {mall, that fhe might have 
hid him in her Bofom,: who,. as foon as he 
faw me, leap’d out of the Arms of his 
Lady, run at me, barking furioufly, and 
fo great was his Infolence, as to bite me 
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by the Leg. I beheld him with Anger, 
but I reftrain’d it, out of Refpec to his 
Lady, and faid within myfelf¥ thou little 
bafe Animal, if I fhould catch thee in the 
Street, I would either take no Notice of 
thee, or elfe I would tear thee in Pieces : 
I reflected upon this, that even Cowards 
and Daftards are bold and Infolent, when 
they are in Favour with great Men, and 
are the moft forward to infult thofe that 
are in every Refpect better Men than 
themfelves, 

Seip. We fee a plain Proof of the Truth 
of what you fay, in fome little pitiful Fel- 
lows, who under the Shadow of their Ma- 
{ters, dare to be infolent. Butif by chance, 
Death, or any other Accident, deprives 
them of their Support, by throwing down 
the Tree on which they prop’d themfelves, 
then it is plainly feen how little Courage 
they have; for, in fine, all their good 
Qualifications are no more than what they 
borrow from their Mafters, and Proteétors ; 
but true Virtue and a good Underftand- 
ing, are always the fame, naked, or 
cloathed, alone, or in Company: It is 
true, that it may fuffer fometimes in the 
efteem of People, but it’s true and- real 
Value is never leffened. And here let us 
end this Difcourfe, for the Light which 
comes 
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comes through thefe Chinks, fhews that 
the Day 1s far advanc’d, and at Night, 
if we are not depriv’d of this great Benefit 
of Speech, it will be my turn to relate 
to you my Adventures, 

Berg. Agreed, and be fure remember 
our Appointment,

peace "aN a certain Inn, which is at the 


End of thofe fpacious Fields of 
Alcadia, as we go from Cajftile 

wma tO “ndalufia, in one of the hot- 
teft Days in Summer, there chanc’d to 
meet together two Boys, about Fourteen 
or Fifteen Years of Age, neither of them 
could exceed Seventeen, both of a good 
Countenance, but in a very ragged and 
fhabby Condition ; they had no Cloaks on, 
their Breeches were of Linnen, their Stock- 
ings were fuch as Nature gave; they were 
indeed fomething better fhod, for one of 
them had a Pair of Shoes made of Ruthes, 
though it is true, they were none of the

ders and Breaft, and that was fo black, 
that one would have fworn it had not been 
wafh’d fince the Days of Noah; as for the 
other, he had none at all, nor any Pockets, - 
but he feem’d to have a little Bundle in his — 
Bofom, which (as it afterwards appear’d) 
contain’d nothing but a Neck-band or two, 
which had no need of being ftarch’d, for 
they were ftarch’d enough with Greafe ; 
there were carefully wrapt up in them, fome 
Cards of an Oval Figure, the Corners of 
them being worn out by frequent Ufe;

the End of my Journey. And pray, 
Sir, faid the Eldeft, was you brought up to 
any Bufinefs? The other reply’d, I know 
none, but that I can run as faft as a Hare, 
and leap like a Deer, and handle a Pair 
of Sciffars admirably well. All this is 
very good and profitable, faid the Eldeft, 
becaute fome Sexton or another will give 
you the All-Saints Offering, if you can 
cut him out the Paper Flowers for the 
Monuments on Holy Thurfday. You 
miftake me, Sir, reply’d the Young- 
eft, my Calling is not of that kind ; but 
that as my Father, by the Goodnefs of 
Heaven, was a Taylor and Hofier, he learnt 
me to cut out Bufkins, which are,’ as you 
well know, a fort of Stockings without 

Feet ; 
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Feet ; and truly, I might long before now 
have been a Mafter Taylor, had not my 
niggardly Fortune thruft me up in a Cor- 
ner. All thefe Things, faid the Eldeft, I 
reckon of Worth, and I have always heard 
fay, that the greateft Genius’s lie moft 
conceal’d; however, you are ftill young 
enough to mend your Fortune ; but, if lam 
not deceiv’d, you have yet greater Abilities, 
which you don’t care to difcover. That ] 
have, faid the Youngeft, but they are not 
for every one to know, as you have well ob- 
ferv’d. To which the Eldeft reply’d, But I 
can affure you, lam one of the fecreteft 
young Men that you’ll find in many Miles, 
and to oblige you'to difcover your greateit 
Secrets, I will tell you mine firft; for I ima- 
gine, that there is fome Myftery in our 
coming together after this manner; and _ it 
is my Belief, we fhall remain true Friends 
to each other, as long as we live. I, Sir, was 
born in Fuenfrida, a well known Place, 
and very famous for the great Number of 
Travellers which are continually paffing 
through it: My Name is Pedro del Rincon, 
my Father is a Gentleman, for he is a 
Minifter of the Holy Crufade; that is, he 
is one who publifhes the Pope’s Bulls, for 
fome time I affifted him in this Office, and 
learn’d it fo well, that I would not turn 
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my Back on any Body in the Bufinefs, 
But one Day taking a greater Affection to 
the Money arifing from the Profits of the 
Bulls, than to the Bulls themfelves ; I laid 
hold of a Bag, and made the beft of my 
Way with it to Madrid, where with the 
many Opportunities I had of {pending my 
Money, I foon drew out the very Intrails of 
my Bag.

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Ace at Bottom, which is one good Point 
towards Eleven, with which Advantage, 
Thirty-One being the Game, he fweeps all 
the Money into his Pocket : Befides this, I 
know fome flight Tricks at Cards and 
Hazard, fo that as you are very dexterous, 
and a thorough Mafter of the Art of Cut- 
ting of Bufkins, I am every bit as expert in 
the Science of Cheating People, and there- 
fore Lam in no fear of ftarving ; for tho’ 
Icome but to a {mall Cottage, there are 
always fome who have a mind to pafs away 
Time by playing a little, and of this we 
may now try the Experiment ourfelves ; 
let us fpread the Nets, and we fhall fee if 
none of thefe Birds, the Carriers, will fall 
into them; which is as much as to fay, you 
and I will play together at One and Thirty, 
as if it was in Earneft, perhaps fome Bo- 
aly may make the Third, and he fhall be 
fure to be the firft to leave his Money be- 
hind him. With all my Heart, faid the 
other, and I take it as a very great Favour, 
you have given me this Account of your: 
Lifes which has laid fuch an Obligation 
upon me, that I fhall now make you ac- 
quainted with mine; which take as follows. 
1 was born in a pitiful little Place, between 
Salamanca and Medina del Campo, my Father 
is a Taylor, he inftructed me pags 
is 
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his Bufinefs, and madé me a compleat Ma- 
{ter of the Shears ; but } being a Perfon of 
great Ingenuity, did not ftop here, but 
thinking two Profeffions better than one, 
fell to cutting of Purfes, and being foon 
tir’d of fo fall a Village, which was in no 
wife large enough for my Abilities to exer- 
cife themfelves in, and not caring: to fuffer 
any longer the Cruelty with which my 
Step-Mother treated me, I pack’d up my 
Alls, bid Adieu to the Village, and went 
to Toledo to exercife my Bufinefs, in which 
Place I acted Wonders, for there was no 
Pocket fo private that my Fingers did not 
vifit, or Sciffars cut, although they’ were 
guarded by Argus’s Eyes, and in the four 
Months that I continued in that City, I 
was never once taken, nor oblig’d to leap 
Walls, nor purfu’d by the Catchpoles,. nor 
blown by any Cuckold of them all; though 
it is true, a roguith Spy had given Notice 
of my great Abilities ‘to a Juftice of the 
Peace, who being affected with my grea 

Parts, had a great mind to fee me; but} 
being of an humble Difpofition, did not 
care to make fo free with fuch grave Perfo- 
nages, for which Reafon I would not wait

tado, (for fo the little one was call’d) and 
fince our Friendfhip, Mr. Rincon, as you fay, 
mutt be perpetual, let us begin it with fo- 
Jemn and praife-worthy Ceremonies: And fo 
Diego Cortado getting up, embrac’d Rincon, 
and Rincon him, with great Marks of Af- 
fe&tion, and immediately they fet down to 
play at One and Thirty with the afore- 
mentioned Cards, free indeed from Duft 
and Straw, but not from Greafe and De- 
ceit; and in a few Deals Cortado cut the 
Ace as dexteroufly as his Mafter Rincon. In 


the mean time camea Carrier out of the Inn 


to cool himfelf in the Porch, andafk’d leave 
to make a Third; they took him in with a 
good Will, and in lefs than half an Hour, 
they won ‘T’welve *Rials and Eleven {Ma- 
ravedies, which ftab’d him twelve times to 
the Heart, and gave him eleven Thoufand

Vexations: The Carrier believing, as they 
were but Boys, they would not defend 
themfelves, would have taken the Money 
from them; but one laying his Hand on 
his Dagger, and the other on his Butcher's 
Knife, gave him fo much Employment, 
that had not. his Companions run to his 
Affiftance, without doubt he had come 
poorly off. At this very Nick of Time, 
a Company of Travellers on Horfeback 
happen’d to come by, who were going to 
dine at the Inn of Alcalde, which was half a 
League farther, who feeing the Quarrel be- 
tween the Boys and the Carrier, made Peace 
betwixt them, and told the Boys that in cafe 
they were going to Seville, they might go a- 
long with them. We aregoing therefaid Rix- 
con, and we will ferve you in whatfoever you 
command; and without any more ado, they 
ran before the Mules, leaving the Carrier in 
Vexation and Trouble enough, and the Hoft- 
efs in Admiration, at the Cunningnefs of the 
young Rogues, fhe: having privately over- 
heard all their Difcourfe ; and when fhe told 
the Carrier that fhe heard them fay the Cards 


they had were falfe, he was ready to tear 


his very Muftachoes for Anger, and would 
needs go after them to get his Money again, 
for he faid it was the greateft Affront and 
indignity, that two fuch Boys fhould cheat 
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fo great a Man as himfelf, but his Compa- 
nions ftop’d him, advifinig him not to go, 
unlefs he had a mind to publith his own 
Folly and Simplicity; in fhort, they faid 
fo many Things to him, ‘that altho? they 
gave him no great Comfort, however 
oblig’d him to defift from going after them, 

But to return to our Youngfters, Cortada 
and Rincon behav’d themfelves fo well to 
the Travellers, that the greateft Part of the 
Way they were carried behind one or other 
of them; for although. they had feveral 
Opportunities of exploring the Infide of the 
Travellers Portmantles and Cloak - bags, 
they would not make ufe of them, that 
they might not lofe fo good an Opportu- 
nity of going to Seville, which Place they 
had a great mind to fee, However, having 
enter’d the City about the Time of Even- 
ing-Prayer, and being juft come to the 
Cuftom-Houfe, where the Duty upon all 
Goods is paid, Cortado could not refrain 
from ripping open a Portmantle, which a 
Frenchman, who-was one of the Company, 
carried behind him; and fo with his long 
Knife, hé gave it fo large and deep a 
Wound, that the very Entrails of it might 
be feen; and dexteroufly drew out two 
good Shirts, a Sun-dial, and a Memoran- 
dum Book, with which, when they came 
to 
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all pleas’d, and g 
Frenchman carried fo large a Portmantle 
behind him, there muft needs be fomewhat 
in it of more Value than thefe Trifles ; they

there being fix Gallies on it; the Sight of 
them made them figh, fearing their Way 
of Life would bring them there, one 
Day, to end their Lives. Seeing a great 
many Boys running up and down with lit- 
tle Bafkets, they afk’d what Bufinefs that 
was, if it was laborious, and what Gains 
attended it, An Afturian Boy, of whom 
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they enquir’d, anfwer’d, That it was an eafy 
Bulinefs, and paid no Duty, that fome 
Days they gain’d five or. fix Rials, with 
which they eat and drank, and were as 
merry as Kings. ‘The two Friends did not 
think much amifs of this Account which 
the Afurian gave, neither did the Bufinefs 
difpleafe them, for they thought that under 
Covert of that, they might praétife their 
own with more Security, and better Succefs, 
by the Opportunities it would give them 
of entering into Houfes ; and therefore they 
immediately refolv’d to buy what was ne- 
ceflary for the Bufinefs, fince they might 
enter upon it without Examination; fo 
afking the Afurian what was neceffary to 
buy, he anfwer’d, two little new Bags, and 
each of them three Bafkets of Palm, two 
great and one little one, in which they were 
to put feparately, the Meat, Fith, and 

Fruit, and the Bread in the Bag; he fhew°’d 
them where they were fold, and they paid 
for all out of the Booty they took from the 
Frenchman, ‘The Afturian told them that

on Fifh-Days to the Fifh-Market ; every

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Evening to the River; and on Thurfdays 


to the Fair. They took care to get this 
Leffon well by Heart, and the next Day 
early in the Morning, they went to the 
Market of St. Saviour, they had fcarcely 
come into it, but the young Lads of the 
fame Bufinefs furrounded them, who by 
the flaming fine Figure of their Bags and. 
Bafkets, faw they were Novices,. and afk’d 
them a thoufand Queftions, to which they 


anfwer’d with a great deal of Difcretion: 


and Modefty; in the mean time there 
came a young Man drefs’d in Black, like a 
Student, and a Soldier, into the Market,. 
who being invited by the Neatnefs of their 
Bafkets, he that look’d like the Student; 
eall’d Cortado, and the Soldier, Rincon. : 
Here we are, faid both; may this be a 
good Beginning, faid Rincon, for you are 
the firft, Sir, that has given me Handel. 
To which, the Soldier reply’d, The Hand- 
fel will not be bad,. becaufe lam in Love, 
and am to make a Treat to Day, for fome 
Ladies of my Miftrefs’s Acquaintance. 
Well Sir, faid Rincon, load me with: what. 
you pleafe, for F have a willing Mind,. and 
am {trong enough: to carry away all in the 


Market ; and if it might be of any. Service,. 
L would lend a helping Hand to Cook i¢ 
too, with a very good Will.. The Soldier. 
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was well pleas’d with the Humour of the 
Boy, andtold him, if he was willing to 
ferve him, he would take him off his mean 
Employment. To which Rincon anfwer'd, 
that this being the very firft. Day of ufing 
it, he was refolv’d not to leave it fo foon, 
at leaft, till he could be able to judge of 
the Good and Bad there was in it; and at 
any time, that the Bufinefs he follow’d did 
not pleafe him, he gave him his Word to 
ferve him fooner than a Canon of the 
Church. ‘The Soldier laugh’d at him, and 
loading him well, fhew’d him his Mi- 
ftrefs’s Houfe, and bid him mind it well, 
that he might know it another time, when 
he wanted him again on the like Occafion. 
Rincon promis’d the Soldier Faithfulnefs 
and good Ufage; the Soldier gave him 
three Half-pence, and in aT rice he return’d 
to the Market again, that he might not let 
flip any Opportunity ; for the 4furian had 
advis’d them to be diligent, and had told 
them likewife, that when they carried any 
{mall Fith, as Gudgeons, Grigs, and fuch- 
like, they might take a few of them for a 
Tafte; but that this muft be done with 
a great deal of Sagacity and Prudence, for 
fear of lofing their Reputation and Credit, 
which was of the greateft Importance in 
that Bufinefs, Although Rincon made fuck 
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hafte back again, yet he found Cortado al- 
ready return’d 5 Cortado came up to Rincon, 
and afk?d how Things went, Rincon open’d 
his Hand, and fhew’d him the three. Half- 
pence; Cortado put his Hand into his Bo- 
fom, and pull’d out a little Purfe, which 
feem’d to have been in former times of a 
yellow Colour, and look’d as if it was well 
fild; Here, fays he, his Reverence the 
Student paid me with this, anda Penny 
befides, but do you take it Rizcon, for fear 
of what may happen ; and having given it 
to him privately; See here, faid he, is the 
Student returning all in a Sweat, and in 
a terrible taking about his Purfe: The 
Student feeing Cortado, afk’d him, if by 
chance he had feen a Purfe, with fuch and 
fuch Marks, which contain’d Fifteen 
Crowns in Gold, and fix Rials in. Silver, 
befides Copper ;. and to tell him truly, 
if he had not taken it whilehe was bar- 
gaining for Provifions ? ‘Towhich, with 
a ftrange Diflimulation, and without 
the leaft Alteration or Change of Coun- 
tenance, Cortade anfwer’d, All that I can 


fay about it is,, that it would not have

anfwer’d the Student, for fure enough,, had 


Itaken more Care of it, they would

have ftolen it from me. I fay fo too, re- 
ply’d Cortado, but for all Things there is 
a Remedy, except againft Death, and 
that which you ought firft to take, it be- 
ing a principal Ingredient, is Patience ; 
and befides this, one Day comes after: a- 
nother, and it may be, in time, he. that 
has taken your Purfe, may repent of this 
horrid Crime, and bring it you back again 
perfum’d. We will pardon the Perfuming 
of it, replied the Student: And Cortado 
went on thus; and more than this, Sir, 
there may be had Letters of Excommuni- 
cation, and ufing Diligence, which is the 
Mother of good Fortune, you may chance to 
get It again; and in good Truth, I] would 
not be the Taker of the Purfe, for if you 
are in holy Orders, T account it to be as 
great a Crime, as if I had committed Sa- 
crilege or Inceft. You fay true, reply’d 
the griev’d Student, for indeed the Taker 
of it has committed Sacrilege : For al- 
though I am not a Prieft, but only Sexton 
to a Monaftery, the Money in the Purfe 
was the third Part of one of the Chaplain’s 
Salary, which I receiv’d for a certain Prieft,

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Judgment will come, when all Things wilf 
be brought to Light, and then. it, will. be 
known who it was that dar’d to be fo bold 
as to take, fteal, and diminifh the third 
Part of the Chaplain’s Salary; and now. we 
are talking of Salaries, pray good Mr, Sex- 
ton, what Salary may you have a Year ? 
Salary, a Pox on the Whore your Mother, 
reply’d the Sexton, with fomewhat too 
much Choler, is this a ‘Fime to tell what 
Salary I have a Year ? Tell me, Brothers, 
if you know any Thing of the Matter, if 
not, fare you well, for I will e’en fet the

therefore I advife you to go with me, and

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pay him your Obedience, otherways not 
to venture to fteal without his Mark, if 
you do, it will coft you dear. I thought, 
faid Cortade, that Thieving was a Bufinefs 
free from any Tax or Duty, and that it 
was only hazarding Neck and Shoulders. 
But fince it is fo, and that every Country 
has its Cuftom, let us keep this, and there- 
fore you may, if you pleafe, condu& us to 
this Gentleman of whom you fpeak ; for 
according to all I have heard of him, J al- 
ready conjecture, that he is well-bred and 
qualified, and that he is very capable 
of his Bufinefs. He is, anfwer’d the 
young Lad, fo well qualify’d, capable, and 
dexterous, that in four Years, that he has

To which, Cortado reply?d, it is fomething 
new to mie, that there fhould be Fhieves 
in the World at God’s and good People’s 
Service. Lo which the Boy anfwerd, I 
| don’t 
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don’t trouble myfelf about Divinity ; what 
I know is, that every Rody ought to praife 
God in his Bufinefs, and more fo by. the 
particular Charge Monipodo gives to all his 
adopted Children. Without all doubt faid 
Rincon, it muft be a good and holy Charge, 
fince it makes Thieves ferve God: It is fo 
Good and Holy, reply’d the Boy, that in 
our Bufinefs I believe it cannot be mended, 
He has given Orders, that out of what- 
ever we fteal, we fhould charitably give 
fome Part to buy Oil for the Lamp 
of a certain Image, which is in this City ; 
and truly we have feen many great Things 
effected by this good Work, for fome Days 
fince, they thrice rack’d one of our Bro- 
therhood, who had ftolen two Affes ; and 
notwithftanding he was very lean, and 
had a Quartan Ague upon him, he fuf- 
fer’?d the Punifhment, as if it had been 
nothing, without making the leaft Con- 
feffion ; and our Society attribute this to 
their good Devotion, becaufe his Strength 
of itfelf, was not fufficient to undergo the 
firft twiit of the Rack; and befides, this 
particular A&t of Devotion, of laying by 
{ome Part of our Profits to defray the Ex- 
pence of Oil in the aforefaid Lamp, we 
pray often, our Rofaries being divided into 
Portions for the whole Week, and there 
are 
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are many of us that will not fteal on a Fy 
day, nor have any Converfation on Saturday, 
with. a Woman who is nam’d Mary. 
Thete, faid Cortada, are precious Pearls 
indeeed ; but pray tell me, Sir, do they 
make any Reititution, or do they any 
Pennance more than what has. been 
faid? As for reftoring any Thing, I can 
fay nothing to that, reply’d the Boy, be-, 
caufe it is a Thing impoffible, what we 
fteal, being divided into. fo many. Parts, 
that the firft Thief cannot, if he would, re- 
{tore any Thing again; and befides, there 
is- none who commands us to do any fuch 
Thing, for we never go-to) Confeffion’s 
and if they get Letters. of Excommunica- 
tion, they never come: to- our Notice, for 
we never go to Church when they are 
read, but only on the Days of the Jubilee, 
for the Sake of the Gain which the great 
Concourfe of People. brings us, And on 
account of thefe Acts of Devotion, faid 
Cortado, do thefe Gentlemen fay, they lead 
a good and holy Life?

Sodomite, Sir, faid. Rincon, is what you 
mean. he very fame, anfwer’d the Boy. 
All-is very bad, reply’d Cortado; but 
fince 














_and he faw therein two Swords, two 
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fince our Fate has ordain’d, that we fhould 
enter into this Fraternity, I beg of you to 
mend your Pace, for I die with Impatience 
to fee this Gentleman Mownipodio, whofe 
Virtues and noble Qualities, you have fo 
much enlarg’d upon. Your Defire fhall be 
fatisfy’d prefently, faid the young Lad, 
for from hence one may fee the Houfe ; 
pleafe Gentlemen, to ftay at the Deor, and 
Twill go in and fee ifhe is at Lerfure, for 
there are fet Hours in which he gives 
Audience. Very well, anfwer’d Rincon: 
And their Guide ftepping a little before, 
enter’d a Houfe not of a very good, but 
of a very bad Appearance; Rincon and 
Cortado ftood waiting at the Door; he 
came out again prefently, and call’d them, 
they went in, and their Conductor order?d 
them to ftay in a little Hall pav’d with 
Tiles; on one fide ftood a three-legged 
Stool; on the other a broken-mouth’d 
Pitcher, and a little Pot without a Handle 
on the Top; in another Part was a Flag- 


- mat; and in the middle ftood a Flower- 


pot. The two Youths attentively furvey’d 
the Furniture of the Houfe, whilf Don 
Monipodio came down; and finding he 
ftaid long, Rincon made bold to go into 
a little Room which was on the fame Floor,

gets of Cork hanging on four Nails, 
a great Cheit without a Lid, or any 
Thing to cover it, with three Flag-mats 
laid on the Ground ; on the Wall fronting 
the Door, was pafted a Pi€ture of the Vir- 
gin Mary, which was of the wortt Sort, 
and made her a moft hideous and fright- 
ful Figure; a little below that, hung a 
little Bafket made of Palm, and a little 
Font fixed into the Wall, from whence 
Rincon conjectur’d, the Bafket ferv’d for 
the Poor’s, Box, and the other to hold 
Holy Water in, and fo it was indeed: 
Whilft they were here, two young Men 
drefs’d. like Students, who feem’d to be 
about Twenty, came into the Houfe,. a 
little while after that, came in two Bafket 
Boys and a Blind Man, and without fpeak- 
ing a Word, they began to walk up and 
down the Hall; it was not long after, 
when two old Men came drefs*d in Bays, 
with Spectacles * on their Nofe, which made 
them appear grave, and worthy of Refpect, 
with each a String of Beads in their Hands; 
and after them came in an old Woman, 
who without {peaking a Word, went into 
the fide Room, and haying taken fome 
Holy 


* In Spain it is cuftomary to wear Speétacles in 
the Street, and thofe that wear them are look’d upon: 
a3 grave and venerable Perfonages, | 
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Holy Water, fell down on her Knees be- 
fore the Picture of the Virgin Mary, with 
tie moft profound Devotion, and after a 
long Time, having firft kifs’d the Earth 
three times, and as often lifted up her 
Hands and Eyes to Heaven, fhé got up, 
put her. Charity into the Bafket, and came 
out into the Hall among the reft ; in fine, 
in a little time, there was affembled in 
the Hall, about Fourteen Perfons of diffe- 
rent Garbs and Employments: Laft of all 
came in two fierce looking Fellows, fan- 
taftically drefs’d, with large Whifkers, 
- broad-brim’d Hats, fwinging Ruffs, flame- 
colour’d Stockings, and Swords of a mon- 
ftrous and frightful Size; each had a Pair 
of Piftols inftead of Daggers, and their 
Targets hanging to their Belts, who as 
foon as ever they came in, ftar’d Rincon 
and Cortado full in the Face, as not know- 
ing them, and wondring who they were; 
and coming up to them, afk’d them if 
they belong’d to the Fraternity? Rixcon 
anfwer’d yes, and very much their Ho- 
nours humble Servants, This happen’d at 
the very Nick of Time that Don Moni- 
podio came down, long expected, and as 
gladly feen by all that virtuous Company ; 
he feem’d to be of about five or fix and 
forty Years of Age, tall in Stature, and of 
a {war- 
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a {warthy Complexion, his Eyes funk in 
his Head, his Beard black and very thick ; 
he camg.down in a Cloak of Bays hane- 
ing almoft to his Feet, on which he had a 
Pair of Shoes flip-thod ;_ his Legs were 
cover’d by a large Pair of Troufers, which 
reach’d down to his Anckles; his Hart 
look’d like that ofa Pickpocket, being: low 
in the Crown, and the Flaps hanging down 
over his Face ; he wore acrofs his Breaft, 
an old Shoulder-Belt, on which hung a 
fhort broad Sword; his Hands were fhort 
and hairy, his Fingers thick, and the Nails 
flat; his Legs were not to be feen, (being 
hid by his Breeches and Cloak) but his Feet 
were monttroufly broad, and the Knuckle.

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at that very Inftant made a profound and 
low Reverence to “him, except the two 
Bravoes, who juft moved their Hets, and 
immediately return’d to their Walk onone 
fide the Hall, and on the other Monipodio 
walk’d up and down, and afk’d the two 
Youngfters their Bufinefs, Country and Pa- 
rents. “To which Rincon anfwer’d, Our 
Bulinefs 1s already told by our coming be- 
fore your Worfhip ; our Country it is not 
of much Importance to know ; our Parents 
as little, fince we are not making Informa- 
tion to receive any Habit of Honour. To 
which Monipodio anfwer’d, You are in the 
tight of it, my Child, and what you fay 
is very true, for itis very proper to conceal 
thofe Things, becaufe if your Fortune 
fhould not turn out fo well as it fhould, it 
it is not goad to have it fet down under the 
Clerk’s Hand, or upon Record, that fuch 
a one, Son of fuch a one, Inhabitant: of 
fuch a Place, was on fuch a Day hane’d, 
whipp’d, or the like, for at leaft it founds 
ill in good Mens Ears; and fo I fay once 
more, it is a good Maxim to fay nothing of 
one’s Country, and to conceal Sirnames, 
although amongift ourfelves, nothing mutt 
be conceal’d; but now I only want to 
know your Names? Rincon told him his, 
and Cortado likewife. Well then, faid 1- 

nipodio, 
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nipodio, from henceforth I order, and ‘it is 
my Will and Pleafure, that you Rixcon, be 
call’d Riconete; and you Cortado, Corta- 
dillo; which are Names fuitable to your 
Ages and our Ordinances, by which we 
are oblig’d to enquire the Names of the 
Parents of our Fraternity, becaufe it is our 
Cuftom to caufe certain Maffes in the Year 
to be faid for the Souls of our deceas’d Be- 
nefactors, taking out of what we fteal, fome 
Part to pay thofe Maffes; and thofe Mat 
{es fo faid and paid, they fay, are very pro- 
fitable to thofe Souls; and thefe we reckon 
our Benefactors, The Solicitor that defends 
us, the Catchpole who gives us private In- 
telligence, the Hangman that pities us, 
and he, that when any of us is running 
through the Street with the Mob after him, 
crying out Stop Thief, Stop Thief, lay hold 
of him; he, I fay, who puts himfelf be- 
tween, and oppofes himfelf to the Vio- 
lence of thofe that follow, faying, Let the 
miferable Wretch alone, his Fortune is 
bad enough, he will have Chaftifement 
enough for his Fault in the other World: 
Our She-mates are alfo our Benefactors, 
who help us ftrenuoufly at all times; as 
alfo are our Fathers and Mothers, who 
bring us into the World; and fo. is 

the 
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the * Notary, for if he is fuch a-one as 


he fhould be, there is fcarcely any Fault. . 


which he will reckon as a Crime, nor any 
Crime which will deferve Correction ; and 
for all thefe which I have nam/’d, our 
Fraternity keeps every Year its -f Adverfary 
Day, with the greateft Pomp and Solem- 
nity we are able.» In good truth, faid Rin- 
conete, (already confirm’d in this Name) 
this is a Work worthy of the great and 
profound Genius, which we have heard fa 
Signior Don Monipodio is Mafter of: But 
our Parents are {till living, yet if we fhould 
happen. to outlive them, we will immedi- 
ately give Notice of it to this moit happy 
mediating Fraternity, that thefe Maffes 
which your Worfhip {peaks of, may be 
faid for their Souls, with the accuftomed 
Pomp and Solemnity. » So it fhall be done, 
reply’d Monipodio, and- calling their Con- 
ductor, he faid to him, Come hither Guan- 
chelo, Are the Centinels fet? Yes, anfwer’d 
the Guide, (for Ganchuelo was his Name) 
there are three Centinels on the look-out, 
and there is.no fear of their taking us by 
Surprize. Returning then to our firft 
Purpofe, faid Momipodio, I want to know 
Sons,

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Sons, what you are fkill’d in, that I may 
give you Bufinefs and Employment accord- 
ing to your Inclinations and Abilities ? 
Rinconete anfwer’d, I underftand all the 
Cheats of Games, and know how to flip a 
Card flily afide, and have more cunning 
Fricks than a Neapolitan. ‘Thefe are good 
Beginnings, anfwer’d Monipedio, though 
they are but mere Trifles; but the Time is 
coming, and we fhall fee it too, that having 
half a dozen Leffons built upon thefe Foun- 
dations, I truft youll turn out a famous 
Man in your Bufinefs, and I even hope to 
fee you a compleat Mafter : To ferve your 
Worthip and the reft of the Brotherhood 
anfwer’d Rinconete: And you, Cortadillo, 
What can you do, faid Monipodio ? }, 
anfwer’d Cortadillo, am fkill’d in Slight of 
Hand, as they call it, put in two, and 
draw five, and how to pick a Pocket with 
Dexterity. Do you know any Thing more, 
faid Monipodio? No, anfwer’d Cortadillo, 
1 know no more, to my Sorrow. Don’t 
affli&t yourfelf, Son, reply’d Monipodio, for 
you are come to a good School, where you 
will not be deny*d, nor go out again with- 
out being very much improv’d in all that’s 
neceflary for you to know; and in Refpect 
to your Courage, how ftands it with you 
Children? How fhould it be, reply’d Ra- 
conetes 
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conete, but very ready, and ftout enough to 
perform any Enterprize belonging to our 
Art and Bufinefs? That’s very well, reply’d 
Monipodio, but what I want to know of 
you alfo, is, that if it was needful, whether 
you have Courage enough to endure half a 
dozen Rackings without opening your Lips, 
or faying, this Mouth is my own? We 
have Courage, Don Monipodio, 1 Warrant 
you, cry’d Rincomete, for we are not fuch 
Fools, but we know that what the Tongue 
tells, the Neck pays for, and it is a fuffici- 
ent Favour which Heaven grants, the bold 
Man (not to give it any other Title) that 
it leaves his Life or Death, to depend on 
his own Tongue, There is no need ‘of any 
more at this Time, faid Monipodio, and, I 
fay, this Anfwer alone convinces, obliges, 
perfuades, and’ forces me from this Time 
forward to fet you down in the Elder Bro- 
therhood, and that we excufe you the No- 
viciate Year. .Tam of the fame Opinion, 
faid one of the Bravoes, and all who were 
prefent, who had heard the whole Ditz 
courfe, and’ confirm’d. the fame, and be- 
fought Monipodio, that from that Time he 
would’ admit them to enjoy the Immuni- 
ties and Privileges of their Fraternity, be- 
caufe their agreeable. Afpeét, and their rea- 
dy Wit, deferv’d it all. He anfwer’d, that 
BETS to 
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to give Content to all, from that very. 
Minute he admitted them, letting them 
know that he efteem’d them very much, 
and as a Token thereof, they fhould not 
pay the Quarteridge for the firft half Year, 
out of what they fhould fteal, nor do any 
of the little mean Offices belonging to No- 
vices, the firft wholeYear ; as carrying Mef- 
fages from any Elder Brother of the Fra- 
ternity to the Prifon, or Houfé, and the 
like ; and that they fhould be allow’d to 
drink unmix’d Wine, and to make a Feaft 
when, where, and how they pleas’d, with- 
out afking Leave of their Head, and fhould 
come in for a Share from this Time for- 
ward, of every Thing the Elder Brother- 
hood fhould fteal,; like one of them, and. 
other Immunities; which were the greateft 
Signs of Favour, for which they return’d 
them Thanks, in the moft obliging Man- 
ner they were able. Whilft they were 
talking, a Boy came running in quite out

I will go and fpeak to him: All was hufh, 
for they were a little terrified, and Momzpo- 
die went to the Door, where he found the

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Magiftrate, with whom he ftaid talking 
fome time, and then return’d, and afk’d, 
to whom fell the Station of St. Saviour to 
Day? Tome, faid the Guide. If fo, re- 
ply’d Monipodio, how comes it to pafs you 
did not inform me of the Amber-colour*d 
Purfe, which founder’d this Morning much 
about the faid Place, with fifteen Crowns in 
Gold, four Rials of Silver, and I know not 
how much Copper Money? ‘True it is, 
faid the Guide, that fuch a Purfe was loft, 
but I did not take it, neither can 1 ima- 
- gine who has taken it. Come, come, no 
Shams with me, reply’d Monipodio, the 
Purfe muft be brought to Light, becaufe 
the Magiftrate requires it, who is a Friend, 
and does us a thoufand Services in a Year. 
The young Man fwore again, that he knew 
nothing of it, And Monipedio began to be

of the Gentleman-like Behaviour of thefe 
two Novices, as alfo the Judgment and 
Opinion of their Head, who went out to 
give the Magiftrate the Purfe; and Coria- 
illo remained confirm’d in his Sir-name of 
the Good, as well as if he had been call’d 
Don * Alonzo Perez de Guzman the Good;

You fhall have fome, 
Mother, reply’d Efcalanta, for fo they 
eall’d the Companion of Gananciofa, and 
uncovering the Bafket, expos’d to view a 
Leather Bottle, that held about fix Gal- 
Jons, and one of Cork, which might cle- 
verly hold, and without ftretching, about 
three Pints, and taking it out, E/calanta 
put it into. the Hands of the devout old

Woman) anfwer'd Gananciofa, take it, here 
are two Half-pence, one of which I beg of 
you to lay out for me, and place it to 
St. Michael; and if you can get two, place 
the other to St. Bla/s, for they are my 
Interceffors; I would have another. plac’d 
to St. Lucia, for fhe is one by my Eyes, 
for whom I have a gieat efteem, but 1 
have no {mall Money now, another Day I 
fhall, and then I will do it to them all, 
You will do mighty well, Child, by fo do- 
ing, faid the old Woman, and fee that you 
are not Covetous, ‘for it is of great im-

for myfelf, and for you, that he may pre- 
ferve us in our dangerous Bufinefs, without 
being furpriz’d by Juftice; and with ’this 
fhe went away. The old Woman: being 
gone, they all fat down round the Mat, 
and Gananciofa laid the Sheet for a Table- 
Cloth; the firft Thing. they took out

They 
anfwer’d from without, ’tis I, there 1s no- 
thing the Matter, Don Monipodio, lam 
Tagarete the Centry of this Morning, and 
I am come to tell you, that here comes 
Fuliana Caribarta with her Hair all about 
her Ears,. crying bitterly, which makes 
me think fome Difafter has happen’d to 
her 5 by this time fhe came up fighing'and 
fobbing, which Monipodia hearing, open’d 
the Door, and commanded TLagarete to re- 
turn to his Poft, and for the future, when 
he came to bring him any News, to do it 
with lefs Noife’; he anfwer’d, he would; 
and Caribarta came in, who was a young 
Wench of the fame Occupation as the 
other two Ladies ; fhe came with her Hair 
torn off her Head, her Face full of 
Bumps, and as foon as fhe got into the 
Houle, fell down on ‘the Floor in a 
Swoon 3 Gananciofa ran immediately to 
help her, as did alfo E/calanta, and open- 
ing her Breaft, they. found it all Black and 
Blew, they: threw Water in her Face, and 
fhe came to herfelf again; crying out 
the Juftice of God and the King lay hold 
of that Thief and Villain, upon that mean- 
{piriteck 
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fpirited Coward, upon that nitty loufy 
Rogue, whom I have fav’d from the Gal- 
lows more times than he has Hairs on his 
Beard : O unhappy me! fee for whom I 
have undone myfelf, and on whom I have 
thrown away my Youth, and the Flower 
of my Age, -is it not for a cheating Villain, 
a wicked incorrigible Wretch ? Be eafy 
Caribarta, faid Monipodio, for here am I 
that will do you Juftice; tell but your 
Wrongs, for you will be longer in relating 
them, than I fhall be in taking Revenge ; 
tell me if he has not paid you fufficient 
Refpect, for if it is fo, and you want to be 
revene’d, you have nothing more to dé 
than to fpeak the Word. What Refpec 
does he pay me, anfwer’d Fuliana, you fee 
I am hellifhly Refpected 5. could a Lyon 
ufe Sheep, or Butcher a Lamb worfe, and 
fhall Ieat again- at the fame ‘Table, or lie 
in the fame Bed with him ? may I rather 
be choak’d with erooked Pins, than be 
us’d in the Manner you fee me now; then 
taking up her Coats to her Knees, and a 
little higher, fhe fhow’d feveral black and 
blue Places, in this manner has the un- 
erateful Repolido ferv’d me, tho” he is more 
eblig’d to me than to his Mother that bore 
him; and perhaps you think that my De- 


ferts merited all this: No truly, it was ne 
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more than this, that he being at play, 
loofing his Money, fent me to Cadrilia his 
Pimp, for 30 Rials, and he fent him but 
24, and Heaven knows the Trouble and 
Vexation J had to get thefe, I beg of Hea- 
ven it may be difcounted for my Sins; and 
in return of this Courtefy and good Deed, 
he believing I had kept back fome part of 
the Money; this Morning he took me into 
the Fields behind the King’s Garden, and 
there amongft the Olive Trees ftripp’d 
me naked, and with his broad Girdle, 
without Pity or Compaffion, whipt me 
fo, that he left me for dead, of which true 
Hiftory, this Flefh of mine which you fee, 
is a fufficient Witnefs: Here fhe began to 
roar out again; here fhe began to afk for 
Juftice again, and here Monipodio promis’d 
again, as did all the Bullies there prefent. 
Gananciofa took her by the Hand to com- 
fort her, faying fhe would give, with a 
very good Will, any thing fhe had that 
was moft valuable, that her Lover had 
ferv’d her fo; becaufe | would have you to 
know, Sifter Caribarta, if you don’t know 
it, thofe they love dearly they Chaftife 5 
and when thefe Knaves beat, whip, and 
kick us, then they adore us and confefs 
to me fincerely, did not Repolido, after he 


had chaftifed and bruifed you, give you 
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one kind Word? Not only one, anfwerd 
the bewailing Nymph, but a hundred thou- 
fand, and would have given a Finger of his 
Fland, if I would have gone to his Lodg- 
ings with him; and more, it’s my Belief, 
the very Tears were coming out of his Eyes 
after he had been beating:me.. There is no 
doubt of it, anfwer’d Gananciofa, and that 
he would even cry to fee the Pain he had 
put you in; for it is the Nature of fuch 
fort of Men,-in fuch fort of Cafes, they 
have no fooner committed the Fault, than 
they repent of it; and you will fee, Sifter, 
that he will come to look for you, before 
you depart from this Place, and afk Par- 
don for what is pafs’d, and fubmit him- 
{elf to you as humble as a Lamb, Truly, 
anfwer’d Monipodio, fuch a cowardly Cox- 
comb fhall not enter thefe Doors, if firft of 
all he does not make a manifeft fhew of 
his repenting the Fault he has committed, 
in that he dard to be fo bold as to lift up 
his Hand againft the Face and Fleth of 
Caritharia, being a Perfon that for Cleanli- 
nefs and Ufefulnefs, may compare. with 
Gananciofa herfelf, who is here before us, 
than whom no one can be more dear to 
me. At which fulana faid, Don Monipodio, 
{ befeech you, don’t you fay any Thing 
again{t that good for nothing Fellow, for 
tho” 
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tho? I have been us’d as J am, I love him 
at my very Heart, for with Gananciofa’s 
Reafoning, my Soul is return’d into my, Bo- 
dy again, the having fpoke fo much in his 
Favour; and truly I am ready to go look 
for him, If you will take my Advice, 
reply’d Gananciofa, you fhall not do fo, 
becaufe he?ll fwell, and be puff’d up like a 
dréwn?d Body upon it; be eafy Sifter, foryou 
will fee him in a little Time come in fuch 
a repenting Mood, as 1 have told you, and 
if he does not come, we will write fome 
Verfes that fhall four him, That’s right, 
faid Caribarta, for I have a thoufand Things 
to write to him, I will be the Secretary, if 
there is an Occafion, faid Monipodio, and 
altho’ I'am nothing of a Poet, yet I make 
account that if I tuck up my Sleeves, I 
fhall be able to make two Thoufand Verfes 
in the twinkling of an Eyes and_ if they 
fhould not prove good ones, I know a 
Barber who is my intimate Friend, and a 
great Poet, that will give us our Belly full of 
them at any Time of the Day; and now let us 
leave off this Bufinefs till Breakfaft is over, 
and afterwards we’ll talk more of the Mat- 
ter: Fuliana was willing to obey her Supe- 
rior, and fo every one return’d to their 
Soul’s Delight again, and in a little Time 
they faw the Bottom of the Bafket, and 
tne 
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the Dregs of the Leather Bottle ; the old 
Ones drank fine fine, the young Ones until 
they were agreed, and the Ladies as long 
as they would: The old Ones afk’d Leave 
to go, and Monipodio immediately granted 
it, charging them to come and give 
Notice with all Punctuality, of every Thing 
that might be to the Advantage, and for 
the Good of the Society. They anfwer’d 
that they would. take efpecial Care of that 
Point. Rinconete being naturally inquifi- 
tive, firft of all afking Pardon and Leave, 
afk’d Monipodio of what Service to the 
Fraternity thofe two grave Grey-headed 
Perfons were? To which Monipodio an- 
fwer’d, Thofe in our Language or Cant, 
are call’d Hornets, whofe Bufinefs it is to go 
daily about the City, looking. out what 
may be ftolen at Night, and to follow thofe 
that receive Money out of the Bank, to 
obferve where they carry it, and knowing 
this, to mark the Houfe, and Number of 
the Family, and to difcover the moft con- 
venient Places to make Holes, for the 
more eafy entering therein; in fine, 
they are, faid he, a People of as much, or 
more Ufe, than any in the Fraternity ;:and 
of all that is ftolen, through their Induftry, 
they have the fifth Part, as his Majefty 
has, of the Treafares ; and with all this, 
they 
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they are Men of great Veracity, very Ho- 
nourable, of a good Life and Reputation, 
very Religious and Confcientious, hearing 
Mafs every Day with uncommon Devotion. 
There are fome of them fo Courte- 
ous, efpecially thofe Two that are juft gone 
out, that they content themfelves with 
much lefs than they might fairly claim, 
according to our Lift of Rates. There 
are two others that belong to our Frater- 
nity, by Profeflion Chairmen, who as 
they are every Moment going into different 
Places, are thoroughly acquainted with all 
the Houfes in the City, and which will turn 
out well, and which not. All thefe Things 
are much to my liking, faid Rinconete, and 
I want to be of fome Service, to fo famous 
a Society. Heaven always favours our 
good Defires, faid Monipodio ; whilft they 
were talking thus, fome Body knock?d at 
the Door, Monipodio went out to fee who 
it was; and afking, they anfwer’d, Pleafe 
Monipodio to open the Door, for I am 
Repolido. Caribarta hearing the Voice, lift 
up her’s to Heaven, faying, Pray Don 
Mon:podio don’t open the Door to that Tar- 
peyan Sailor, to that Tiger of Ocana, Not- 
withftanding which, Monipodio open*d the 
Door to Repolido; but Caribarta feeing 
him. opening it, got up, and ran into the 
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Fall where the Bucklers were, and fhuting 
the Door after her, made a horrible bellow- 
ing within, crying out; Take this fellow 
out of my Sight, this Tormentor and Op- 
preflor of the Innocent, this Frighter of 
tame Pigeons, Maniferro and Chinquiz- 
| nague held Repolido, for he at any rate 
would have got into the Room where Ca- 
ribarta was, but as they would not let him, 
he {poke without: Be no longer angry, 
my Dear, I befeech you to be good Hu- 
mour’d again, fo may you be married. I 
married perverfe Man, anfwer’d Caribarta, 
look how the Cat and Dog agree; I know 
you would fain have me marry you, but I 
would rather be whip’d to Death than be 
wedded to you. Go you Fool, cry’d Re- 
polido, let us make Things eafy, for it is 
Jate, and don’t think to take upon you, 
and look big, becaufe I fpeak fo mildly, 
and am fo fubmiffive ;. don’t raife my Cho- 
ler to the Height, leaft your fecond Fall 
be. worfe than the firft ; humble yourfelf, 
and we’ll be all humble, and let us not 
give the the Devil any Thing to dine on: 
But yet I would give him fomething for 
Supper, faid Caribarta, that is, to take 
you where my Eyes may never fee you 
more, I don’tfay foto you, faid Repolido, 
but I will affure you, Madam, I fhall look 
out 
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out for a Parcel of good Sticks, and tho’ I 
fll none, I will give them away by Dozens. 
To this, Monipodio faid, I will have no 
fuch. Talk in’ my Prefence ; Caribarta 
fhall come out, not for your Threat- 
nings; but for my Sake, and all Things 
fhall be made up; for the Fallings out. of 
Lovers, 1s the renewing of Love : Come 
Fuliana, my Child, my Full-face, come 
out hither, for my Sake, for I will make 
Repolido afk your Pardon on his Knees, If 
he will do that, faid E/calanta, we fhall 
be all on his fide, and join in requefting 
Fuliana to come out, If this is to be 
done by Way of Submiffion, or leffening 
of my. Perfon, faid Repolido, 1 would not 
fubmit to an Army of Swiffars drawn up 
in Battle Array ; but if it is at Cartharta’s 
Defire, I don’t only fay I will kneel, but I 
will even drive a Nail into my Forehead 
in her Service. Chiquiznaque and 'Mani- 
ferro laugh’d at- this, which fo much an- 
ger’d Repolido, thinking they had made 
a Jeft of him, that he faid, with Signs of 
exceflive Anger, whofoever laughs, or 
thinks to laugh at Caribarta, or - me, 
or at what we have faid, or fhall fay, 
I fay he is a Liar, and lies every 
Time he laughs, or thinks fo to do, 
Chiquiznaque and Maniferro gave ‘gt 
fuch 
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fuch. an ill Look, as made Monipodio 
think, if this was not remedied, it would 
end but badly; and fo putting himfelf 
between them, he faid, Gentlemen, let 
thefe high Words go no farther, and if what 
has been faid fits no one; let- no one take it 
to himfelf. We are. very fure, anfwerd 
Chiquiznaque, that he did not fay, nor will 
fay. thofe Words to us, for had we imagin’d 
he meant us by them, the Rough Mufick 
is in the Hands of thofe who know how to 
play it off. Repolido bluntly: anfwer’d, 
clapping his Hand to: his Sword, if you 
are for rough Mufick, have at you, for I 
think I know how to ring the Chimes upon 
occafion, and already I have faid, he that 
laughs, lies, and let him who thinks other: 
wife, follow me; for with a Sword nine 
Inches fhorter than his, I will make him 
confefs it; and faying this, he went towards 
the Door : Cariharta: ftood watching, and 
when. the underftood that he was going out — 
of Doors in a Paffion, fhe came out cry- 
ing, “Stop him that he may not go out, 
don’t you fee what a-furious Paffion he: is 
in, and he is a very Hercules for Valour 3 
“© Return*hither thou World’s Wonder, and 
* Delight of my Eyes,” then‘ clofing in with 
him, fhe laid faft hold of his Cloak, and 
Monipedja aifting her, they held him back: 
: Chi- 
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Chiquiznmaque and Maniferro not knowing 
whether they fhould be angry or no, faid 
nothing, expecting what Repolido would 
do ; who feeing himfelf intreated by Cari- 
barta and. Monipodio too, turn’d back again 
faying, Friends never ought to affront 
Friends, nor make a Jeft of them, efpecial- 
ly when they fee it makes them angry. 
There is no one here, anfwer’d Maniferro, 
who would provoke any Friend, or make a 
Jeft of him, and we are all Friends, and 
like Friends let us give one another our 
Hands; at this, Monipodio faid, all of you 
have {poke like good Friends, and as fuch, 
fhake Hands together, which they did im- 
mediately ; and E/ca/anta taking off one of 
her Pattens, began to make a fort of Rough 
Mufick with it; Gananciofa took a new 
Palm Broom, which fhe found in the Houfe, 
and with fcratching it, made a Sound, that 
although it was hoarfe and rough, agreed 
well enough with the Patten; Mowpedio 
broke a Plate into two pieces, which he 
_ put between his Fingers, and ringing one 
againft the other, made the Treble to the 
Patten and the Broom: Riconete and Cor- 
tadillo being furprifed at the new Invention 
of the Broom, for till then they had never 
feen it, Maniferro obferving it faid, You 
are admiring the Broom, fhe plays a good 
Stick,

Stick, Mufick fooner made; and with lefs 
Trouble, nor cheaper was never invented 
inthe World ; and J] heard a Student fay . 
the other Day, that neither Negrofeus who 
fetch’d Ori/be from Hell, nor Marion who 
got upon the Dolphin and went to Sea, as 
a Gentleman would do upona hir’d Mule, 
nor that other great Mufician who built a 
City with a hundred Gates; and as many 
Wickets, never invented a better kind of 
Mufick, fo eafy to be learnt, fich a man- 
ner of touching it, fo without Keys, Strings, 

liffs or Notes, .and without any Trouble 
of putting it in Tune; and by the Lord 
Harry, they fay that an Italian in this City, 
who fets up for a very Heéfor in Mufick, 
was the Inventor of it. I believe it very 
readily, anfwer’d Rzconete, but let us liften 
to the Performance of our Muficians, for 
by Gananciofa’s Ttumming, I fuppofe fhe is 
going to fing; and indeed it prov’d fo, for 
Monipodio had begg’d her to fing fome 
Couplets of thofe which were laft made for 
their own Ufe: The firft that began was 
Efcalanta, who with a fhrill crack’d Tone, 
fung the following:

And prefently after Monipodio making 
an extraordinary Flourifh upon the Pieces of 


the broken Plate, roar’d out in a hoarfe 
Voice: 


All the Quarrels of Lovers foon end in 00d Nature, 
Tho’ their Auger is great, yet their Pleafureis greateri 


Caribarta likewife being unwilling to be 
filent, took another Patten, fell to dan- 
cing, and accompanied the reft finging : 


Hold angry Max, forbear your bad Defign, 
dt’s your oven Flefo you beat, when you beat mine, 


Let us fing the plain Song, (I mean 
that without any Difcord) faid Repolido, 
and let us not meddle with old Stories, for 
what is pafs’d, Jet it pafs, let us talk of 
fomething elfe, there has been Words e- 
nough to that Tune, Their Defign» was 
not to have left off Singing fo foon, had 
not they heard fome Body knocking at the 
Door very haftily ; upon: which Monip odio 
went out to fee who it was, and.the Cen- 
try told him that he had fpied at the end 
of the Street, the Alcalde, and before him 
come Tordillo and Cernicalo, neutral Catch- 
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poles. The Company within hearing this, 
it put them. in fuch a Hurly-burly and 
Confufion, that Caribarta and Efcalanta 
put on their Pattens the wrong Way, Ga- 
nanciofa. drop’d her Broom, Monipodia his 
broken Plate, and all. the Mufick was put 
in a troubled Silence, Chiguixnague was 
{truck Dumb, Repolido was aftonifh’d, and 
Maniferro {car’d out of his Senfes, and they 
all vanifh’d, fome one Way, fome another, 
chmbing up the Rafters and Tiles to efcape 
mto the next Street; never did a Mufket 
fired on a fudden, nor Thunder unexpect- 
ed fo -affright a Flock of carelefs Pigeons, 
as the News of the coming of the Magi- 
ftrate, terrify’d and put in a Confufion, 
this Affembly of good People. “Ihe two 
Novices, Rinconete and Cortadillo; knew 
not what to do with themfelves, and fo 
waited quietly, expecting how this fud- 
den Storm would end, which was over,

The fame, anfwer’d the Gen- 
tleman, What has pafs’d in this Affair 
faid Chiquinazque, is, that I was watching 
Jatt Night at the Door of his Houfe, and 
he came ‘out before Prayer time; com- 
ing nigh him, I took a ftrict Survey 
and efpecial Notice of his Face, and found

I gave.a fine, Plump-fac’d Lacquey of his, 
the fourteen Slafhes; and thofe of the larg- 
eft Size. But faid the Gentleman, I had 
rather you had given the Mafter feven, 
than the Servant fourteen, in effect you 
have not: comply’d with’ me as wasreafon- 
able; but no: matter, the thirty Ducats I 
left as, earneft, will make no great Diffe- 
rence: I kifs your Hands, Gentlemen, and 
faying this’ he took off his Hat, and turn’d 
about to go away.

man? Why is it not the fame, proceeded 
Chiquiznaque, as to fay, He that bates Ber- 
tram, ates bis Dog? and fo Bertram 1s 
the. Merchant,. you, Sir, wifh. him ill, his 
Lacquey is the Dog, and the flafhing the 
Dog is flafhing Bertram, and now that 
Doubt is refolv’d, and explains itfelf; for 
which. Reafon there is nothing more to do,. 
than to pay:immediately without any Delay,. 
or the leaft mention of Abatement... This. 
I will fwear well to, added Monipodio, and» 
you have taken it:out.of my Mouth, Friend. 
Chiquiznaque, and .all. that you have faid ;: 
and fo, Sir, don’t ftand-upon Trifles with: 
your Servants and Friends,. but take my: 
Counfel, and pay what is earn’d; and if 
you pleafe that we fhould give another: 
flafhing to. the Mafter, as much as his 
Face’ can carry, make Account. that he 
is already under the Surgeon’s Hands-.: If: 
ou do this, anfwer?d the Gentleman, Iwill- 
willingly pay. for both: the one andthe other, 
withéut any Abatement. Make no more 
doubt of it, faid Monipodio, than ef being 
a Chriftian, for Chiguiznaque {hall mark: 
him in fuch a Manner, as if he had been 
born with it; Wath this Security and Pro- 
mife; anfwer’d the Gentleman, receive this 
La Gold:

aflow’d, and he has not fet a Stitch in 
this Bufinefs; I met him Yefterday, faid 
Maniferro, and he told me that the Hunch- 
back being fick, -was oblig’d to keep 
within Doors, which was the Reafon he 
had not executed it. This F believe to: 
be true, faid Monipodio, becaufe I believe 
Defmochado to be fo good a Workman; 
that had it not been fo fo juft an Impe- 
diment, ’ere now he would have made an 
end of Things of greater Importance than 
this. Is there any Fhing more my- little 
Lad? No, Sir, anfwer’d Rinconete. Well, 
go forward, faid Momipodio, and fee where: 
it fays, Memorandum of Common Inju- 
ries. Rinconete went forward, and found! 
written in another Leaf, Memorandum of 
Common Injuries, that is to fay, *Blows 
over. the Face with Viols full of-Ink; Nailz 
ing of San-Benitos, and Horns at People’s 
Doors, Jearings and Scoffings, fright’ning:

to the Confcience, at leaft, I had rather

Obferve your Orders, Gentlemen, 
faid Monipodio,.You are all to repair to 
your Pofts, and let no one ftir from them 
till Sunday, for we'll meet together then, 
in this very Place, and will divide amongft 
us what we get, without defrauding. any, 
one. To Rinconete the Good, and Corta- 
dillo, give you for your Diftric until 
Sunday, from the Golden Tower out of the 
City, to the Gate of the Caftle, where you 
may exercife your Art; for I have feen 
others of lefs Abilities than you, go off 
with twenty Rials‘a Day in {mall Money, 
befides Silver, with one Pack of Cards 
only. * This Diftrict, Salvato, will fhew 
you, and although you fhould extend 
your: 
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yourfelf unto St, Sebaftian and St. Elmo, 
*tis not much matter, although it is a Rule 
amongft us, that no one muft meddle 
with what does not belong to him. The 
two Novices kifs’d his Hand for the Fa- 
vour he had fhew’d them, promifing to 
do their Bufinefs well, and faithfully, with 
all Diligence and Circumfpection. With 
this Monipodio drew out a folded Paper out 
of the Hood of his Cloak, which contained 
a Lift of the Fraternity, and faid to Kin- 
conete, put your Name there, as likewife 
that of Cortadillo; but becaufe there was no 
Inkhorn, he gave them the Paper, that 
they might take it with them, and write 
their Names at the firft Apothecary’s Shop 
they fhould come to, fetting down Rin- 
conete and Cortadillo Brothers, no Novice-

Regifter himfelf, and pay his ufual Obe- 
dience, but on. Sunday he will be here 
without fail, I always thought, faid Mo- 
nipodio, this Lobillo would be an excellent- 
Proficient in his Art, becaufe he has the 
beft, and moft accomodate Hands for that 
Bufinefs any one could defire ; for to be a 
good Workman in one’s Bufinefs, it is 
as neceffary to have good Inftruments to 
work with, as a good Genius to learn it. 
I likewife met, faid the old Hornet, in 
one of the Inns in the Dyer’s-freet, the 
Few in the Habit of a-Clergyman, who 
went to lodge there, having learn’d that 
two Peruvians lodg’d therein, and he had 
a mind. to fee, if.he «could not clinch 
them in Play, although but for a fmall 
Matter, that there might fomething come 
of it, he alfo fays, that on Sunday, without 
fail, he will join us, and give Account of 
himfelf. This Few alfo faid Monipodio, 
is a keen Hawk, and has a great deal of 
Knowledge, *tis.a long Time fince I have 
feen him, and he does not do well ;~ but if 
he does not mend, I fhall unfrock him, 
and let the World know, the Thief is no 
more in: Orders than a Zurk; and knows 
no more Latin than my Mother. Is there 
any more News? No, anfwer’d the old 
Hornet, at Jeaft that I know of. Well, 
may 
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may it be ina good Hour, faid Monipo- 
dio, You Gentlemen, take this Money, 
and divide it amongft you all, there’s forty 
Rials, and let no one be abfent on Sunday. 
They all return’d him their Thanks, and 
turn’d to embrace each other, Repolido 
with Caribarta, Efcalanta with Maniferro, 
and Gananciofa with Chigquiznaque, agree- 
ing that at Night, after they had done the 
Work of the Houfe, they would-go to Dame 
Pipota’s. Where alfo Monipodio faid, he 
would go to Regifter the Bafket of Linnen, 
but that firft he muft execute the 4- 
nointing with the Oil of Juniper. He 
embrac’d Rinconere and Cortad:l/o, and giv- 
ing them his Bleffing, fent them away, 
charging them never to -ftay long in a
